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Music  Clinic  to  be  Held  Here 


Joliet  Junior  College  will  bring 
nationally  famous  Frederick  C. 
Ebbs.  Professor  of  Music  and 
Director  of  Bands  at  Indiana 
University,  to  the  campus  for  a 
music  clinic  to  be  held  on  March  14 
and  15. 

Ebbs  holds  degrees  from 
Baldwin  Wallace  College  and  the 
University  of  Michigan.  During  the 
40's,  he  taught  public  school  music 
in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  returning  to 
the  Baldwin  Wallace  College  us 
Director  of  Bands  in  1948. 

In  1954,  Ebbs  moved  to  the 
University  of  Iowa  where  he 


developed  marching  and  concert 
bands  that  achieved  national  and 
international  acclaim.  In  1966,  his 
Symphonic  Band  was  included  in  a 
State  Department  sponsored  tour 
of  direction. 

Ebbs  has  received  the  Merit  and 
Achievement  Citations  from  Bald- 
win Wallace  College,  and  was 
presented  the  Edwin  Franko 
Goldman  Award  by  the  American 
School  Band  Directors  Association 
in  1969. 

He  has  been  a clinician  for  bands 
in  thirty-five  states.  Canada,  and 
Mexico  and  is  in  constant  demand 
as  a clinician,  adjudicator,  and 


guest  conductor. 

According  to  Dr.  Hal  Dellinger, 
Chairman  of  JJC’s  Music  Depart- 
ment, the  college  feels  lucky  to 
have  obtained  Mr.  Ebbs  for  the 
March  clinic.  Only  eight  schools 
will  be  accepted  for  the  event. 
Interested  band  directors  from  the 
district  should  contact  Jerry  E. 
Lewis  for  further  information  and 
schedules  for  the  clinic. 

Bands  already  enrolled  for  the 
clinic  are  Joliet  East,  Joliet 
Central,  Lockport  Central,  and 
Morris  High  School.

Fourth-Ranked  Wolves  Tie 
Second-Ranked  Blackhawks

On  Saturday,  January  25.  the 
wrestling  Wolves  of  JJC  who  are 
currently  ranked  fourth  in  the 
nation  upset  Blackhawk  JC  who  is 
ranked  second  in  the  nation  by 
fighting  to  a 19-19  tie.  The  Wolves 
wrestling  before  a packed  and 
enthusiastic  home  crowd-put  their 
undefeated  season  and  their  13 
meet  winning  streak  on  the  line 
Saturday.  Everything  was  decided 
at  the  last  10  seconds  of  the  last 
match  of  the  afternoon. 

Things  did  not  look  so  bright  for 
the  Wolves  after  the  first  two 
weight  classes  as  Steve  Alberico 
had  a rough  time  getting  started 
and  could  not  recover  in  the  third 
period  when  he  did  get  going. 
Mark  Jordine  as  Alberico,  was  a 
state  place  finisher  in  the  1974  high 
school  tournament.  Jordine  de- 
feated Alberico  by  an  11-0  score  for 
a superior  decision  and  a 4-0 
Blackhawk  lead.  Stan  Richards 
filling  in  Tor  the  injured  Matt  Boyle 
went  up  against  a national  junior 
college  qualifier  and  was  pinned  in 
the  second  period  by  Ron  Grey. 
Richards',  a sophomore  came  out 
for  the  team  two  days  before  the 
meet  after  hearing  of  Boyle's 
injury.  ^ A lot  of  credit  has  to  be 
given  to  Stan  Richards  because  he 
was  coming  in  to  wrestle  one  of  the 
top  teams  in  the  nation  and  he  had 
not  wrestled  in  two  years.  Rather 
than  have  Joliet  forfeit  the  weight 
he  would  wrestle  and  try  to  save 
Joliet  very  important  team  points. 
Even  though  he  did  get  pinned  he 
wrestled  well  as  he  was  down  only 
by  a 2-0  score  at  the  end  of  the  first 
period. 

It  was  left  up  to  Eugene  White  to 
get  Joliet  started  at  134  lbs.  White 
was  going  up  against  a national  jr. 
college  qualifier  from  1974  in  the 
person  of  Bob  Mitten.  White  got 
Joliet  going  as  he  completely 
dominated  Mitten  winning  by  a 9-2 
score.  This  put  Joliet  on  the  board 
narrowing  the  score  to  10-3.  At  142 
lbs.  Mike  Coronado  pulled  the 
upset  of  the  afternoon  by  defeating 
Mike  McGinnis  who  placed  sixth  in 
the  nation  in  1974.  Coronado  won  a 
6-5  decision  by  the  result  of  riding 
time.  Riding  time  means  that  you 
ride  your  opponent  one  minute  or 

Coronado  wrestled  an  excellent 
match  and  put  Joliet  closer  at  10-6. 
Ed  Hovi  wrestling  at  150  lbs.  kept 
Joliet  rolling  by  piling  up  9-1  score 
over  Tim  Reuller.  Hovi  did  injure 
his  knee  and  will  be  out  indefinitely 
and  he  also  put  Joliet  one  point 
behind  Blackhawk.  Dan  Breedlove 
took  the  wind  out  of  Joliet’s  sail  for 
at  least  one  match  when  he 
defeated  Bill  Hayes  10-2.  Hayes 
who  qualified  for  the  nationals  last 
year  went  up  against  Breedlove 
who  placed  third  in  the  nation  last 
year.  Blackhawk  with  this  win  led 
13-9.  Gary  Damiani  however  came 


right  back  to  whip  Steve  Krouski 
10-3.  Damiani  had  four  takedowns 
as  he  dominated  Krouski  from 
beginning  to  end.  This  made  the 
team  score  13-12.  Clifton  Thurmon 
put  Joliet  into  the  lead  for  the  first 
time  with  an  exciting  crowd 
pleasing  match.  Thurmon  defeated 
Scott  Weber,  an  Illinois  state 
champion  from  1974,  16-10.  With 
this  victory  Joliet  led  15-13. 

Mark  Erickson  had  a rough  time 
as  he  went  up  against  Steve  Day 
who  placed  third  in  the  nation  in 
1974  and  is  picked  by  many  to  win 
the  nationals  this  year.  Day  pinned 
Erickson  in  the  second  period  to 
put  Blackhawk  back  into  the  lead 
19-13.  Everything  was  left  up  to  Al 
Williams.  With  a pin  Joliet  would 
win  and  a superior  decision  would 
give  Joliet  a tie.  Cither  a win  or  a 
loss  would  give  Blackhawk  the 
victory.  Al  Williams  came  through 
in  fine  fashion  as  he  won  with  a 
superior  decision  10-0  and  gave 
Joliet  a uphill,  come  from  behind 
tie.  It  was  not  as  good  as  a win  but 
it  was  great  considering  that 
Blackhawk  is  picked  by  many  to 
win  the  nationals  this  year. 

Joliet  will  wrestle  against  the 
University  of  Illinois  reserves 
Saturday,  February  1.  This  is  the 
last  match  of  the  season  before 
state  and  nationals  and  will 
determine  whether  or  not  the 
Wolves  will  remain  undefeated.

Math  Contest 
Held 


Illinois  Student  Leaders 
Blast  Proposed  Tuition  Policy

JJC's  first  Annual  Invitational 
Math  Contest  was  held  Wednes- 
day. February  nineteenth  from  3 
p.m.  to  6 p.m. 

Open  to  all  area  high  schools,  the 
competition  was  the  largest  of  its 
kind  to  be  held  in  Illinois,  according 
to  Mr.  Nelson  Collins,  Math 
instructor  at  JJC. 

Students  competed  in  three 
areas,  a written  test  consisting  of 
twelve  categories,  an  oral  presenta- 
tion and  a slide  rule  exercise. 
Grouped  according  to  Class  A of 
AA  depending  on  the  size  of  the 
school,  the  top  scoring  AA  schools 
in  overall  points  were  Lincoln-Way, 
receiving  the  first  place  trophy  with 
a total  of  410  ponts.  Joliet  West, 
receiving  the  second  place  trophy 
with  388  points  and  Plainfield 
High,  receiving  the  third  place 
trophy  with  364  points. 

Class  AA  winners  in  the 
individual  events  in  Competition  A 
were  Lincoln-Way,  in  Algebra 
Word  Problems,  Joliet  East,  in 
Complex  Numbers  and  Plainfield 
High,  in  Non-Trig  Function.  In 
Competition  B winners  were 
Lincoln-Way.  in  Fraction  Equation 
and  Inequalities  and  Joliet  Catholic 
Saint  Francis  Academy,  in  System 
of  Equations.  In  orals  winners  were 
Lincoln- Way  in  Math  Induction. 
Joliet  Central,  in  Math  Logic  and 
Bolingbrook,  in  Geometric  Con- 
struction. In  Competition  F winners 
were  Joliet  West  in  Decimals, 
Fractions  and  Percent  and  Joliet 
East  and  West  in  Factoring.  In 
Slide  Rule  Competition,  the  winner 
was  Joliet  West. 

Top  scoring  A schools  in  overall 
points  were  Beecher  receiving  the 
first  place  trophy  with  371  points, 
Newark,  receiving  the  second  pluce 
trophy  with  303  ponts  and 
Minooka,  receiving  the  third  place 
trophy  with  270  points.

Class  A winners  in  the  individual 
events  in  Competition  A were 
Minooka,  in  Algebra  Word  Prob- 
lems, Dwight,  in  Complex  Num- 
bers and  Beecher,  in  Non-Trig 
Functions. 

In  Competition  B winners  were 
Beecher,  in  Fractional  Equations 
and  Inequalities  and  Newark,  in 
Systems  of  Equations.

In  Competition  F winners  were 
Gardner,  in  Decimals.

“You  missed  it!"  That’s  about 
all  that  can  be  said  to  the  people 
who  didn't  make  it  to  the  Probe 
concert  Friday  night. 

Probe  has  the  kind  of  sound  that 
"puts  a smile  on  your  face  and 
makes  you  want  to  move  your 
body."  The  good  time  sounds  of 
Probe  did  just  that  for  the  crowd  of 
over  600  people  in  attendance.  It 
seems  that  there  were  people 
everywhere  you  looked,  all  getting 
into  the  music  in  their  own  way. 
Some  were  bobbing  their  heads, 
while  others  were  dancing. 


College  and  university  stu- 
dents in  Illinois  could  be  priced  out 
of  higher  education,  producing  an 
"elitist"  student  population,  if  a 
one-third  instructional  cost  tuition 
formula  is  adopted,  the  executive 
officers  of  three  statewide  student 
organizations  agreed  today. 

The  tuition  proposal  was  one  of 
at  least  16  recommendations  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Illinois  Board  of 
Higher  Education  (1BHE)  by 
members  of  the  Study  Committee 
on  Tuition  and  Other  Student 
Costs,  meeting  in  Chicago  recently. 

"What  the  committee  did  is  not 
logical,  is  irrational  and  just  does 
not  make  good  sense,"  said 
Michael  Booker,  chairperson  of  the 
Student  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
IBHE.  "This  committee  proceeded 
along  a very  narrow  path,  failing  to 
give  adequate  consideration  to 
some  of  the  best  alternatives." 


This  band  seems  to  know  how  to 
do  things  right,  which  is  exempli- 
fied not  only  in  the  quality  of  their 
music,  but  also  in  the  way  the 
music  is  generated  to  the  audience. 
Probe  has  a highly  sophisticated 
sound  reproduction  system  that  can 
be  channeled  to  reproduce  the 
sound  in  mono,  stereo,  and 
quadrophonic.  Probe  did  a fine  job 
in  controlling  their  sound,  contend- 
ing with  the  acoustic  barriers  that 
lie  in  our  "Fine  Arts  Gymnasium." 

Probe  specialized  in  the  hard 
rock,  high  energy  sounds  of  groups 
like  Led  Zepplin  and  Humble  Pie. 
They  also  did  a fine  job  interpreting 
the  very  technical  sounds  of  Yes. 


According  to  Douglas  Whitley, 
executive  director  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Illinois  Student  Govern- 
ments. Inc.  (AISG).  "Any  formula, 
especially  the  one-third,  is  really  a 
disaster  for  Illinois  students.  The 
committee’s  action  yesterday  was 
merely  a reiteration  of  precon- 
ceived positions,  the  same  pos- 
itions that  we've  heard  in  the  two 
previous  BHE  reports.  It  is  no 
surprise  to  most  observers  that  the 
committee  has  not  changed  one 
blooming  inch  from  their  position 
of  a year  ago." 

Jan  Barfield,  chairperson  of  the 
Organization  of  Community 
College  Students  (OCCS),  whose 
student  constituency  would  not 
directly  be  affected  by  the 
committee  recommendations, 
cautioned  that  community  college 
students  would  be  victims  of  a 
filter-down  effect  of  rising  tuition 


Probe  also  put  a few  of  their  own 
originals  into  the  show,  which  got  a 
good  response  from  the  crowd. 

The  band  did  the  show  in  a very 
business  like  fashion,  starting  a 
little  after  nine  o'clock  by  blending 
into  and  finishing  off  in  a tape  they 
had  going  prior  to  starting.  They 
played  right  through  taking  only  a 
minute  or  two.  if  any  at  all, 
between  songs  until  their  break  at 
10:15.  The  band  returned  at  10:30 
and  ployed  straight  through  to  the 
end. 

All  in  all.  it  was  a well  run  show. 
The  audience  was  quite  responsive 
to  Probe's  music,  and  very  orderly. 


Noting  that  a significant  portion 
of  community  college  students 
continue  their  educations  at  4-year 
institutions.  Mrs.  Barfield  com- 
plained that  the  committee 
proposal  "will  ultimately  be 
denying  equitably  priced  education 
to  the  masses.  Colleges  and 
university  campuses  will  then  be 
serving  an  elitist  student  pop- 
ulation.' 

The  recommendation  adopted  for 
IBHE  consideration  states;  "That 
tuition  charge  for  resident,  under- 
graduate students  be  maintained  at 
a level  of  one-third  of  under- 
graduate instructional  cost  cal- 
culated on  the  appropriate  system 
base.  To  this  end.  public  university 
systems  should  raise  under- 
graduate tuitions  on  an  approx- 
imately proportional  annual  basis 
so  that  the  one-third  policy  will  be 
fully  implemented  not  later  than 
1980..." 

The  tuition  policy  recommend- 
ation stipulates  implementation 
following  provisions  that  the 
governor  and  General  Assembly 
"increase  funding  of  the  Illinois 
State  Scholarship  Commission’s 
(ISSC)  Monetary  Award  Program 
and/or  other  programs  to  offset  the 
impact  of  any  proposed  tuition 
increases  on  financially  needy 
students."

"The  recommendation  contains 
absolutely  no  guarantee  that 
adequate  dollars  to  offset  tuition 
increases  will  be  made  available  to 
students  in  Illinois  through  approp- 
riation to  the  ISSC,"  Whitley  said. 
"Adopting  a one-third  instructional 
cost  formual  will  lock  students  into 
a cost-spiral  that  they  will  never  be 
able  to  escape." 

Booker  expressed  similar  senti 
ments,  noting  that  “Any  formula 
policy  is  locking  a door,  and  this 
could  be  dangerous,  n 
systems,  but  to  the  students 
well." 

The  three  student  organization 
leaders  concurred  that  setting  a 
tuition  policy  is  not-  one  of  the 
expressed  functions  of  the  IBHE. 

‘This  should  be  a systems 
responsibility,"  Booker  said,  “as 
far  as  setting  a regulating  tuition. 
This  is  just  not  within  the  purview 
of  the  board.” 

Also  contained  in  the  tuition 
policy  recommendation  is  a 100  per 
cent  of  instructional  cost  tuition 
rate  for  out-of-state  undergraduate 
students,  and  a 133  'A  per  cent  of 
instructional  cost  for  out-of-state 
graduate  students. 

“I  can  hardly  wait  to  see  (John) 
Corbally’s  reaction  to  the  out-of- 
state  graduate  tuition  proposal,” 
quipped  Whitley.  Corbally  is 
president  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  which  leads  the  state  in 
recruitment  of  graduate  students 
from  outside  Illinois.

the  advent  of  the  push  for  equal 
rights  and  the  Vietnamese  conflict, 
become  an  outspoken  advocate  for 
governmental  and  societal  reform 
in  this  country. 

Gregory  has  been  lauded  and 
condemned  for  his  efforts,  serving- 
various  short  jail  sentences  for  his 
civil  rights  efforts.  During  his 
imprisonment,  he  made  national 
headlines  by  refusing  to  accept  any 
nourishment,  existing  entirely  on 
distilled  water  during  his  confine- 
ment. A fast  which  began  in  1971  to 
protest  the  war  in  Vietnam  lasted 
over  two  years. 

Presently,  Gregory  travels  ex- 
tensively and  writes  prolifically.  He 
lectures  on  more  than  300  college 
campuses  each  year,  and  has 
written  eight  books. 

Gregory  says.  "There  is  a great 
social  revolution  going  on  in 
America  today.  And  the  wonderful 
thing  is  that  it  is  not  Black  against 
White.  It  is  simply  right  against 
wrong."  Hc  continues,  "The 
number  one  problem  in  America 
today  is  moral  pollution."  The 
moral  fiber  of  America's  youth,  he 
says,  is  all  that  stands  between 
1975  and  Orwell’s  1984.

Sen.  Bell 
Keeps  Busy 

State  Senator  James  F.  "Jim” 
Bell,  R-Joliet,  has  been  a busy  man 
lately.  On  January  22  he  introduced 
several  different  kinds  of  legisla- 
tion. 

He  introduced  two  strong 
anti-crime  measures  in  the  Illinois 
Senate  geared  at  keeping  dan- 
gerous criminals  off  the  streets. 

The  first  bill  provides  that  no 
person  charged  with  a crime  may 
be  released  on  his  own  recogni- 
zance if  he  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  offense  within  the  proceed- 
ing 12  -months. 

The  second  measure  would  make 
the  state  financially  responsible  for 
any  personal  injury  or  property 
damage  caused  by  a state  prison 
inmate  while  on  furlough  or  a day 
release  or  work  release  program

AISG  Governing  Board 
Condemns  Elgin  CC  Board 


A resolution  condemning  the 
Elgin  Community  College  Board  of 
Trustees  for  violating  the  rights  of 
its  non-voting  student  trustee  was 
passed  unanimously  by  the  Gov- 
erning Board  of  the  Association  of 
Illinois  Student  Governments.  Inc.. 
(AISG)  meeting  at  the  College  of 
Lake  County.  Grayslake.  Feb.  21. 

The  resolution  charged  that  the 
Elgin  board  had  denied  admittance 
to  executive  board  sessions  and 
had  withheld  information  concern- 
ing board  business  to  Richard  C. 
Myers.  ECC  student  trustee. 

"Such  denial  of  admittance  (to 
executive  sessions)  and  withhold- 
ing information  are  clearly  incon- 
sistent with  both  the  spirit  and 
intent"  of  the  law.  the  resolution 
stated. 

The  document  called  upon  the 
Elgin  Board  to  "immediately  cease 
and  desist  from  such  discriminary 
practices."  and  respectfully  re- 
quested the  ECC  board  to  extend  to 
the  student  trustee  "all  rights, 
responsibilities  and  privileges 
granted  him  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois."

Bell  also  introduced  a joint 
resolution  in  the  Illinois  legislature 
calling  on  the  Federal  Government 
to  take  whatever  steps  necessary  to 
protect  the  U.S.  from  “petro- 
blackmail"  by  the  worlds  major  oil 
producing  nations. 

In  the  resolution,  Bell  suggested 
that  national  leaders  take  steps  to 
limit  or  ban  the  sale  of  U.S.  military 
equipment  to  the  oil  producing 
countries.  He  also  said  American 
food  exports  could  be  used  for 
leverage  against  nations  which 
choose  to  use  their  oil  resources  as 
a tactical  or  economic  weapon. 

He  said  worsening  of  the  oil 
supply  situation  could  lead  to  a 
major  military  confrontation  such 
as  in  the  1930's  when  Japanese 
expansion  cut  access  to  traditional 
marlcts  in  the  Far  East. , 

Our  State  Senator  also  intro- 
duced legislation  which  would 
allow  Illinois  residents  to  deduct 
the  amount  they  pay  for  public 
transportation  to  and  from  work 
from  their  state  income  tax. 

Bell  said  he  introduced  the 
measure  to  provide  a financial 
incentive  to  all  workers  in  the  state 
to  conserve  energy  by  riding  public 
conveyances.

Veterans  Educational 
Loans  Reviewed 


Applications  for  educational 
loans  up  to  a maximum  of  $600  in 
one  academic  year  for  veterans 
attending  school  under  the  GI  Bill 
are  now  being  processed  by  the 
Veterans  Administration. 

A new  law  enacted  in  December- 
provided  for  the  loan  program  to 
begin  January  1.  All  eligible 
veterans,  wives,  widows  and 
children  will  be  considered  for 
initial  loans  based  upon  the  full 
amount  of  their  tuition  and  all  other 
costs  of  attendance  anticipated  for 
the  entire  1974-1975  academic 
year,  according  to  Richard  L. 
Roudebush.  Administrator  of  Vet- 
erans Affairs. 

Those  granted  loans  will  be 
required  to  sign  promissory  notes 
agreeing  to  repayment  of  principal 
plus  8 per  cent  interest  which  will 
not  accrue  on  the  loan  balance  until 
the  required  beginning  date  of 
repayment.  Repayment  install- 
ments must  begin  nine  months 
after  the  student  ceases  at  least 
half-time  enrollment,  with  full 


payment  within  10  years  and  nine 
months. 

A 3 per  cent  loan  fee  will  be 
deducted  from  the  approved  loan 
amount  to  provide  a fund  to  insure 
against  defaults  under  the  loan 
program. 

Applicants  must  have  exhausted 
all  efforts  to  obtain  student  loans 
from  HEW  or  other  lending 
institutions  granting  government- 
guaranteed  student  loans,  and 
must  provide  records  of  denials  for 
such  loans.  Students  must  list  all 
assets,  courses  of  study,  and  all 
charges.  The  school  must  certify 
the  student's  course  of  study  and 
all  tuition  and  other  charges. 

Veterans  and  other  qualifying 
students  who  have  been  unable  to 
obtain  educational  financing 
through  one  of  the  other  channels 
should  contact  Bruce  Mason  in  the 
Veterans’  Affairs  Office  at  Joliet 
Junior  College  for  further  informa- 
tion and  assistance  in  making 
application  for  the  loan.

titution  were  given  informational 
literature  and  often  came  back  to 
sign  the  petitions.  Those  few 
people  who  were  against  the  ERA 
were  also  encouraged  to  help 
themselves  to  the  literature  in 
order  to  clear  up  their  miscon- 
ceptions and  confusion  about  the 
amendment.

Unique  Stamp  Collection  on 


ERA  is  becoming  one  of  the  most 
highly  controversial  and  hottest 
debated  issues  in  Illinois.  The  ERA 
reached  its  peak  in  the  controversy 
during  the  latter  weeks  of  February 
and  first  week  of  March  when  ERA 
supporters  and  dissenters  sought 
their  influence  in  the  Senate's 
scheduled  March  4th  vote  for 
ratification. 

Juco  students  were  not  spared 
from  those  pushing  for  ratification 
in  Illinois.  Two  hundred  signatures 
in  support  of  the  ERA  were 
obtained  Thursday  and  Friday, 
February  27  & 28  in  less  than  three 
hours  of  soliciting  on  the  campus 
“bridge”.  Juco  students,  Barb 
Wagner  and  Marilyn  Fumagalli 
were  extremely  encouraged  by  the 
overwhelming  support  of  the  ERA 
from  students  they  came  in  contact 
with  in  their  hustle  for  200 
ERA-Yes  signatures.  The  petitions 
signed  by  JJC  students  were 
circulated  among  legislators  in 
Springfield  Tuesday,  March  4th, 
along  with  1100  other  supportive 
signatures  obtained  from  students 
at  CSF,  Lewis  and  area  residents 
by  members  of  the  Joliet  Area  ERA 
Coalition.  According  to  Barb 
Wagner  and  Marilyn  Fumagalli, 
most  students  were  aware,  know- 
ledgeable and  supportive  of  the 
ERA.  Those  students  who  were 
unfamiliar  with  the  proposed  27th 
amendment  to  the  U.S.  Cons-

Siddharth  R.  Pattel  has  been 
collecting  stamps  for  seven  years 
and  has  acquired  an  estimated  five 
thousand  stamps  from  all  over  the 
world.  You  name  the  country  and 
he  has  it.  Even  his  own  country, 
India.  His  collection  is  currently 
being  displayed  in  the  J.J.C. 
library  on  the  third  floor  in  “J” 
building. 

In  addition  to  his  stamp 
collection  he  also  collects  coins.  He 
already  has  eight  hundred  of  them, 
of  which  one  dates  back  one 
hundred  and  thirty  eight  years  to 
1837.  This  particular  coin  is  from 
his  native  homeland  of  India. 

This  is  Siddharths  third  year  in 
the  United  States  where  he  is 
studying  pre-engineering.  In 
addition  to  his  school  work  he  is  a 
member  of  the  International 
Student  Activities,  located  in 
Chicago.  This  organization  allows 
him  to  meet  other  students  from 
foreign  nations  who  are  in  the  same 
situation  as  he.  Pattel  stated  that 


American  life  is  quite  enjoyable. 
He  is  even  growing  accustomed  to 
such  American  activities  as 
"drinking”.  This  comes  from  being 
associated  with  fellow  students. 
"They  tried  to  get  me  drinking 
whiskey,  but  I only  like  beer  and 
not  even  that  in  any  great 
quanity. 

Siddharth  is  currently  enrolled  at 
Lewis  University  and  takes  two 
courses  here  at  J.J.C.  He  observed 
that  some  students  take  advantage 
of  their  educational  opportunities 
and  others  are  like  a "frog  in  a 
well"  allowing  these  opportunities 
to  slip  by  them. 

Americans  take  so  much  for 
granted:  if  they  could  see  how  the 
rest  of  the  world  lives  they  would 
be  much  more  thankful  for  what 
they  do  have.  For  example,  if  you 
owned  a Volkswgon  in  India  and 
you  wanted  to  fill  up  its  tank  it 
would  cost  thirteen  dollars.  Even 
such  things  as  the  weather  is  taken 
for  granted. 

“I  had  read  about  snow  and  even 
seen  it  in  several  movies  but  had 


never  experienced  it.  So  when  I 
heard  over  the  radio  that  snow  was 
forecast  for  that  evening  I waited 
anxiously  for  it  to  fall,  and  when  it 
did  I stood  outside  for  over  four 
hours  just  to  get  the  feel  of  it". 

Siddharth  compared  Eastern 
women  to  American  by  saying  that 
there  was  no  comparison. 
Ameican  women  are  far  more 
advanced  and  much  more  compet- 
itive. Also  America's  image  abroad 
is  still  that  of  the  greatest  country 
on  earth.  With  an  ability  to  produce 
genius  of  gigantic  proportion. 

His  father,  who  lives  in  Bombay, 
wrote  him  a letter  immediately 
after  President  Nixon's  resignation 
saying  what  a great  country  the 
United  States  really  is,  that  the 
people  can  control  their  govern- 
ment the  way  they  do. 

Siddharth  speaks  cnglish  rather 
well.  He  also  spoke  Central  West 
Gujardi,  his  native  tongue,  for 
several  minutes.  He  informed  me 
afterwards  that  his  language  also 
contains  much  profanity  and  that 
he  can  swear  in  seven  different

languages.  Discussing  American 
dialects  he  said  that  the  Southern 
dialect  is  his  favorite  and  it  makes 
him  laugh  hysterically. 

Humorously  enough,  several  of 
his  classmates  attempted  to 
persuade  him  to  go  “streaking” 
with  them  but  he  declined  on  the 
grounds  that  he  would  be  much  too 
easy  to  identify  should  their  be  an 
investigation.  And  should  you  take 
the  time  to  investigate  the  stamp 
collection  in  the  library  lobby  you 
will  see  some  of  the  most 
interesting  stamps  ever  printed, 
collected  by  a most  interesting 
person. 
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Students  Support  ERA 
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hoped  to  witness  the  Senate  action 
on  the  amendment,  but  Esther 
Saperstein,  the  sponsor  of  the  bill, 
declined  to  bring  it  up  for  a vote 

The  day  was  quite  an  experience 
for  those  who  made  the  trip  to 
Springfield.  Besides  being  inter- 
viewed and  taped  for  the  Channel 
Two  Evening  News  by  Susan 
Anderson  and  her  television  crew 
at  a Dixie  Truck  Stop  on  the  way 
down,  the  busload  witnessed  the 
intense  efforts  of  forces  on  both 
sides  of  the  issue  make  their 
interest  known  to  the  legislators. 
Although  pro  and  con  forces  were 
approximately  50-50.  the  Stop 
ERA’ers  were  quite  vocal  in  their 
appeal  for  defeat  for  ERA.  Most  of 
their  signs  dealt  with  God’s 
feelings  on  ERA:  "God  docs  not 
want  ERA",  many  of  them  read. 
One  JJC  student  engaged  in  a 
lengthy  debate  with  an  anti-ERA’er 
in  the  wait  to  be  seated  in  the 
Gallery.  The  woman's  main 
objection  to  the  amendment  was, 
she  felt,  that  if  ERA  was  ratified, 
the  government  would  force  her 
church  to  allow  women  to 
participate  as  ministers  and 
deacons.  Her  other  objections 
included:  ERA  would  allow  unre- 
stricted abortions,  legalize  homo- 
sexual marriages,  draft  women  into 
the  military,  and  force  women  and 
men  to  share  public  restrooms.  The 
woman  was  promptly  and  patiently 
informed  of  the  facts:  ERA  has 
nothing  to  do  with  abortion  - the 
amendment  will  only  affect  those 
laws  which  can  be  equally  applied 
to  men  and  women.  It  will  not 
affect  those  laws  which  are  based 
on  a unique  physical  characteristic 
of  one  sex.  So  until  men  can  have 
babies,  ERA  will  not  affect  abortion 
legislation:  the  government  cannot 


interfere  with  privately  funded 
religious  groups;  Congress  already 
has  the  power  to  draft  women  and 
almost  did  so  in  WWI  and  the 
Korean  War  (the  wars  ended 
before  this  strategy  was  enacted): 
legally,  religiously,  socially,  and 
customarily  a marriage  is  the  union 
between  a man  and  a woman  - ERA 
does  not  deal  with  the  issues  of 
homosexual  marriages  nor  can  it 
overide  the  current  definition  of  a 
marriage;  a persons  right  to 
privacy  is  guaranteed  in  the  U.S. 
Constitution  - no  new  amendment 
can  come  in  conflict  with  that 
individual  right. 

Those  against  the  amendment 
see  it  as  an  open  door  to  radicalize 
the  American  Society.  Those 
supportive  of  the  amendment  see  it 
as  the  only  logical  alternative  in 
prohibiting  sex  discrimination  in 
existing  laws  by  banning  sex  as  a 
determining  factor  in  the  legal 
realm.  Men  as  well  as  women  need 
ERA. 

The  United  States  Congress 
ratified  the  Equal  Right  Amend- 
ments in  1972.  It  is  in  the 
procedure  of  obtaining  the  J/iths 
approval  of  the  States  before  it  can 
be  added  to  the  U.S.  Constitution. 
Thirty-four  of  the  thirty-eight 
States  needed  for  ratification  have 
voted  affirmatively  for  ERA. 
Illinois  is  having  trouble  ratifying 
the  amendment  because  of  a 
unique  provision  in  the  State 
constitution  providing  a 3/5ths 
majority  rather  than  a simple 
majority,  as  in  most  States,  for 
approval  of  an  amendment  to  the 
U.S.  Constitution.  Illinois  citizens 
for  ERA  are  still  optimistic jg  they 
have  until  1979  to  get  Illinois  to 
ratify  the  amendment.

Bell  Introduces  Bill 
to  Extend  Services 
for  Senior  Citizens 


State  Senator  James  F.  "Jim" 
Bell.  R-Joliet,  recently  announced 
he  has  introduced  legislation  in  the 
Illinois  General  Assembly  that 
would  extend  currency  exchange 
services  to  older  citizens  living  in 
senior  citizen  housing  projects. 

The  bill  authorizes  currency 
exchanges  licensed  by  the  state  to 
provide  mobile  facilities  that  can  be 
used  in  senior  citizen  housing  areas 
to  give  older  citizens  a convenient 
way  of  cashing  their . monthly 
pension  and  assistance  checks. 

Commenting  on  the  bill.  Senator 
Bell  said: 

"Too  often  we  take  for  granted 
everyday  activities  and  necessities 
which  cannot  be  adequately 
performed  by  older  citizens 
because  of  their  lack  of  mobility 
and  transportation  facilities.  We 


need  to  examine  the  entire  scope  of 
senior  citizen  needs  in  our  state, 
and  take  quick  and  positive  action 
to  see  that  our  laws  do  not  impose 
any  more  hardships  than  are 
absolutely  necessary." 

Bell  added  that  current  state  law 
specifically  prohibits  mobile 
currency  exchange  services.  He 
said  his  bill  includes  a safeguard 
against  possible  abuses  by 
requiring  currency  exchanges  to 
list  the  addresses  where  mobile 
services  will  be  offered  when 
applying  for  their  state  licenses. 
The  Director  of  .the  Department  of 
Financial  Institutions  would  also  be 
empowered  to  investigate;  (he 
locations  and  approve  or  reject 
them  after  determining  the  needs 
of  senior  cili/.cns  within  the 


The  'Earth  Shoe’ 

First  Clinical  Report  Released 


The  most  extensive  study  of 
wearers  of  the  Earth  shoe  has  been 
completed  here  by  the  California 
Podiatric  Medical  Center. 

Results  of  the  three-month 
project  were  generally  favorable. 
About  70  per  cent  of  the  population 
will  find  the  shoes  allow  them  to 
walk  better.  But  approximately  30 
per  cent  of  the  population-thosc 
who  have  either  very  flat  feet,  very 
high  arches  or  a shortened  calf 
muscle--can  be  made  uncom- 
fortable wearing  them.  The  study, 
which  focused  on  the  seven  most 
common  non-infectious  foot 
problems,  revealed  significant 
relief  from  the  pain  of  bunions  and 
corns  for  the  majority  of  patients 
evaluated. 


as  wide  as  the  foot  and  relieves 
many  symptoms  related  to 
pressure  on  the  foot.  It  is  the  first 
shoe  designed  to  fit  the  foot,  and 
not  the  eye.  The  Earth  shoe  doesn't 
correct  any  fool  problems, 
according  to  our  evaluation,  but  it 
does  relieve  pain  in  many  instances 
where  surgery  or  frequent  profess- 
ional care  was  the  only  previous 
alternative. 

"In  relation  to  foot  pathology, 
the  Earth  shoe  appears  to  be 
beneficial  in  reducing  the 
symptoms  of  five  of  the  seven  most 
common  problems-hallux  valgus 
(crooked  big  toe  with  bunion  on 
side),  hammer  toes  (corns  on  little 
toes),  tailor’s  bunion  (enlargement 
on  little  toe),  Haglund's  deformity

The  research  was  conducted  to 
scientifically  determine  what,  if 
any,  podiatric  value  Earth  shoes 
have.  The  Earth  shoe,  introduced 
in  the  U.S.  from  Denmark  in  1971, 
and  now  worn  by  thousands,  has  a 
negative  heel  which  is  lower  than 
the  sole,  a wide  toe  area,  an 
elevated  arch  and  other  features 
which  are  radically  different  from 
conventional  shoes. 

The  chief  investigator  was  Dr. 
Paul  Scherer.  DPM  (Doctor  of 
Podiatric  Medicine),  director  of  the 
department  of  podiatric  bio- 
mechanics at  the  Center. 

The  subjects  were  157  men  and 
women.  22-  to  4I-year-olds,  with  a 
variety  of  foot  problems.  Each  was 
provided  with  a pair  of  Earth  shoes, 
which  were  worn  an  average  of 
seven  hours  a day.  five  days  a 
week,  for  10  weeks.  Intensive 
examinations  and  evaluations  were 
conducted  every  two  weeks. 

In  a statement  based  on  his 
evaluation  report.  Dr.  Scherer-said: 
"The  most  significant  contri- 
bution of  the  Earth  shoe  is  that  it  is 


(bump  on  the  back  of  the  heel)  and 
plnatar  metatarsal  callus  (callus  on 
the  ball  of  the  foot). 

"Wearing  the  Earth  shoe 
received  a generally  favorable 
response  from  patients  with  normal 
feet,  or  those  with  corns,  bunions 
or  calluses.  The  shoes  proved 
potentially  harmful  to  diabetic 
patients  who  have  the  potential  to 
develop  ulcerous  conditions  on  the 
bottoms  of  their  feet.  These 
patients  are  urged  to  consult  their 
private  physician  before  wearing 
the  Earth  shoe. 

"Subjects  with  high -arched  feet 
could  not  tolerate  the  Earth  shoe, 
nor  could  those  with  very  severe 
flat  feet.  Subjects  with  mild  or 
moderate  flat  feet,  however, 
experienced  a lessening  of 
symptoms.  The  Earth  shoe  was 
found  to  be  effective  as  rehabili- 
tation following  foot  surgery, 
because  it  doesn’t  place  abnormal 
pressure  on  the  foot.  However,  the 
Earth  shoe  was  not  evaluated  as  an 
effective  replacement  for  indivi- 
dually prescribed  orthotics.  The 


Earth  shoe  was  found  to  have  no 
significant  effect  on  changing  the 
structure  of  the  foot.  Subjects  with 
normal  feet  developed  heel  calluses 
in  some  cases,  but  generally  were 
left  to  their  personal  preference 
concerning  the  continued  use  of  the 
Earth  shoe. 

"In  virtually  every  case,  both 
with  normal  feet  and  feet  showing 
any  of  the  seven  most  common 
symptoms,  a fairly  severe  two- 
week  break-in  period  was  exper- 
ienced. The  Earth  shoe  resulted  in 
tightening  of  calf  muscles  and  heel 
pain,  but  these  symptoms  subsided 
within  two  weeks." 

The  California  Podiatric  Medical 
Center  is  the  only  institution  in  the 
western  United  States  teaching 
podiatry.  The  Center  also  includes 
an  outpatient  clinic  and  a 24-bed 
working  general  hospital  special- 
izing in  foot  surgery.  The 
department  of  biomechanics  at  the 
College  is  generally  recognized  as 
the  finest  podiatric  research  facility 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

The  independent  study  was 
supported  by  a grant  from  Kalso 
Systemet,  Inc.,  manufacturer  of  the 
patented  Earth  shoe.  The  project 
was  autonomous  of  the  company 
and  its  stores. 

In  a 35-page  report  on  the  study. 
Dr.  Scherer  reviews  the  problems 
with  elevated  heels  and  other  types 
of  shoes  and  concludes:  "The 
author  hopes  that  the  American 
public  will  begin  to  acquire  shoes  to 
fit  their  feet,  not  their  eyes  or 
vanity.  We  should  be  as  concerned 
with  the  ecology  of  the  body,  as 
that  of  the  world  around  us.  We 
should  demand,  from  the  shoe 
manufacturer,  footgear  which 
creates  an  environment  that  will 
protect  the  foot,  not  distort  or 
otherwise  damage  it.”

The  ISSC.  in  cooperation  with 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Public 
Aid,  and  a federal  Job  Corps 
Program  in  southern  Illinois,  has 
launched  a massive  mailing  to  over 
200,000  ADC  families  throughout 
the  state,  for  the  purpose  of 
identifying  students  within  that 
population  who  wish  to  enter 
higher  education,  but  who  will 
need  additional  information  about 
admission  and  financial  aid 
opportunities.

Survival  After  High  School 

A student  conference  entitled 
“Survival  After  High  School"  is 
being  cooperatively  sponsored  by 
the  ISSC  and  a variety  of 
institutions,  organizations,  and 
agencies  on  Saturday.

Veterans  attending  college  under 
the  GI  Bill  and  who  experience 
economic  difficulties  are  eligible  to 
apply  for  a loan  up  to  S600  in  one 
academic  year  from  the  Veterans 
Administration.

Repayments  schedules  do  not 
begin  until  after  the  student 
completes  schooling,  and  interest 
does  not  accrue  until  the  required 
beginning  date  of  repayment. 
Interest  is  8 percent.  The  student 
application  must  have  exhausted 
all  efforts  to  obtain  student  loans 
administered  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.

Kennedy,  the  only  black  on  the 
Board  with  the  exception  of 
Marlene  Brown.  Student  Repre- 
sentative. was  an  instructor  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  when  he  was 
first  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  resigned  that  post 
and  presently  is  instructor  of 
political  science  and  Director  of  the 
Black  Student  Union  at  Lewis 
University. 

Scott  has  served  on  the  JJC 
Board  since  the  college  moved  its 
operations  from  the  old  Joliet 
Central  campus  in  downtown  Joliet 
to  the  permanent  campus  at  1216 
Houbolt  Avenue.  During  the  past 
six  years,  the  college  has 
completed  the  first  half  of  a 
proposed  32  million  dollar  building 
program,  and  all  of  the  regular 
operations  of  the  college  arc  now 
housed  in  those  buildings  except 
for  music  and  art.

Culinary  Arts  Students 
Prepare  for  U.S. /Canadian 
Annual  Competition 


An  "American  Wedding  Buffet" 
has  been  chosen  by  the  J.J.C. 
Culinary  arts  department  as  their 
theme  for  the  American  Culinary 
Federation's  annual  contest.  The 
contest,  which  is  to  be  held  at 
McCormack  Place  in  Chicago, 
features  competition  from  various 
states  in  the  union  and  Canada. 
Many  of  the  students  have  put 
much  time  and  effort  into  this 
year’s  project  in  hopes  of  winning 
their  fifth  straight  award:  Claude 
Kern,  head  of  the  Culinary  Arts 
Department,  stated  that  this 
contest  docs  not  take  away  from  the 
students'  normal  activities  since  it 
is  part  of  their  second  semester 
curriculum. 

J.J.C.  will  have  a table,  twelve 
by  five  in  measurement,  in  which 
14  items  created  by  the  culinary 
arts  students  will  be  placed.  The 
judges  will  then  decide  who  shall 
receive  the  first  place  award  of 
SSOO.  Kem  stated  that  the  prize 
money  would  go  to  educational 
purposes  which  would  help  to 


further  advance  the  study  of 
culinary  arts  here  at  J.J.C. 

One  of  this  year's  main 
contributors  is  Ron  Garrett,  a 
sophomore  culinary  arts  major. 
Ron  created  a church  to  fit  in  with 
this  year's  theme.  The  church 
which  is  20  inches  in  length.  15 
inches  wide,  and  26  inches  to  its 
highest  steeple,  is  composed  of 
Gum  paste,  powdered  sugar,  water 
and  gelatin,  and  corn  starch.  "The 
church  is  made  up  of  edible 
materials  but  you  wouldn't  want  to 
eat  it."  Garrett  patterned  his  cake 
after  a similar  creation,  four  times 
as  large  as  his.  that  he  had  seen  at 
the  Drake  Hotel.  He  also  makes 
wedding  cakes  in  his  spare  time. 
The  average  price  for  one  of  his 
cakes  usually  runs  about  S80.  Ron 
was  assisted  in  the  creation  of  this 
cake  by  Linda  Logsdon  and  Howard 
Pierceall. 

The  contest  is  open  to  the  public 
from  Sunday  morning.  May  18th  to 
the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  the  20th. 
There  is  a one  dollar  admission  fee 
for  the  general  public.

Dick  Gregory  Speaks 
on  Pertinent  Issues 

“More  than  inflation,  recession  and  the  economic  woes  which  now 
beset  America,  I feel  that  the  greatest  threat  to  our  country  is  the  sinister, 
clandestine  and  secret  involvement  of  the  CIA  in  the  internal  affairs  of  our 
government  and  the  private  lives  of  our  fellow  citizens." 

Look  at  Dick  Gregory  in  1975,  you  wonder  how  this  man  can  possibly 
have  avoided  what  befell  so  many  outspoken  Americans.  He  believes  its 
his  moral  force  and  his  ability  to  avoid  situations  in  which  the  CIA 
specializes--such  as  finding  a man  in  bed  with  somebody  else’s  wife,  at  a 
dope  party,  in  the  back  seat  with  a six  year-old,  so  that  everyone  will 
understand  his  suicide  a few  days  later. 


Kennedy  Framed 

"They  want  to  dirty  me  up  before  and  frame  me  like  they  did  to  Teddy 
Kennedy.  First,  the  FBI  has  a TV  show  and  the  CIA  got  Mission 
Impossible,  and  you  can  just  hear  that  tape-recorder  saying:  ‘We  have  a 
senator  who  has  a lot  of  respect  and  people  believe  him  and  he  knows  what 
we  did  to  his  two  brothers*  but  we  can't  kill  him,  merely  discredit  him.  If 
you  or  any  of  your  Ml  froce  are  caught,  the  secretary  will  disavow 
knowledge.' 

"Somebody  drugged  Kennedy  at  the  party,  and  when  the  situation 
came  down  he  had  no  choice  but  to  play  along.  But  Gregory  believes  the 
CIA  can’t  kill  all  the  decent  people  before  consciousness  is  raised  enough. 
His  shopping  bag  of  CIA  assinations  includes  Lyndon  Johnson,  the 
Kennedy  brothers,  Martin  Luther  King,  Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  the  late 
Senator  Long  of  Missouri  and  the  late  Congressman  Boggs  of  Louisiana. 

"LBJ  made  the  statement  10  days  before  he  was  dead  that  he  did  not 
believe  Oswald  was  alone  in  Dallas,  and  it  was  a conspiracy.  He  made  that 
statement  and  10  days  later  he  was  dead  - coincidence  or  not.  Politicians 
might  think  twice  before  speaking  out  against  the  CIA. 

"Nixon  said  he  wouldn’t  get  out  of  that  Long  Beach  hospital  alive,  and 
while  at  the  hospital  he  didn't  eat  any  food  except  that  brought  from  San 
Clemente.  We  can  say  Richard  Nixon  was  paranoid,  but  any  time  a 
president  is  out  of  office  only  six  weeks  and  he  has  to  worry  about  people 
killing  him.  then  those  of  us  out  in  the  street  don't  have  a chance. 

"Senator  Long  was  conducting  secret  CIA  hearings,  and  when  he  went 
back  to  Missouri  for  his  reelection.  he  couldn’t  raise  enough  money,  and 
then  he  was  poisoned  by  what  his  secretary  said  was  candy. 

"Remember  Congressman  Boggs?  His  plane  went  down  in  Alaska 
during  hearings  on  domestic  activities  by  the  CIA,  and  they  can’t  find  the 


plane  even  though  they  can  fin 
the  ground  in  China. 

>"I:to!d  a friend  that  Senator 
Stennis  would  be  next  because  he 
was  a very  close  friend  of  Boggs 
and  sure  enough  they  tried  to 
murder  Stennis. 

"The  day  we  set  up  the  CIA,  we 
lost  our  freedom.  Congress  voted 
money  for  the  CIA  abroad,  but 
where  did  the  money  come  from  for 
the  U.S.  projects?  The  U.S.  is 
making  the  same  mistake  as  the 
Germans  with  the  Nazi's:  getting 
more  rapped  up  with  trinkets, 
money,  intellectual  debating  soci- 
eties, supergroups,  suntanning, 
drinking  beer  and  eating  sauer- 
kraut. America's  not  about  free- 
dom, but  about  money." 

Gregory  believes  that  the 
Rockefeller  commission  will  white- 
wash the  CIA  because  Rocky  and 
the  East  Coach  "rich  rich" 
aristocrats  were  behind  the 
formation  of  the  CIA  during  the 
Truman  days.  But  if  Rockefeller 
really  goes  after  the  CIA,  it’s 
because  they  are  working  for 
themselves.  If  two  things  happen, 
America  and  Democracy  might 
have  a chance  - if  congress 
determines  to  get  the  bottom  of  the 
CIA  and  if  enough  former  CIA 
employees  step  forward  and  tell  the 
truth. 

Bugs  at  White  House 

"Nixon  wasn't  the  first  to  bug 
the  white  house.  Don’t  you  believe- 
with  Nixon's  mentality  he  would 
have  burned  the  tapes  if  they  were 
the  only  copies?  Nixon  was  through 
because  of  the  other  copies  held  by 
the  CIA.  The  East  Coast  ‘rich-rich’ 
aristocrats  wrote  Nixon  off  when  he 
showed  up  for  his  second 
inauguration  with  two  bibles:  the 
King  James  Version  and  the 
Mormon  Bible.  That  shows  Nixon 
had  switched  his  loyalty  from  the 
Rockefeller  ‘rich-rich’  aristocrats  to 
the  West  coast  aerospace  righwing 
Texas  oil  money  types-and  once 
you  walk  out  on  them  folks,  they’ll 
get  you. 

"The  biggest  change  in  America 
is  that  the  movement  of  the  1960’s 
awakened  the  consciousness  of  the 
masses,  and  the  old  system  of 
manipulating  peoples'  fears  no 
longer  works.  About  150  years  ago 
blacks  stopped  being  afraid  in  this 
society  - and  who  showed  up  on 
our  doorstep?  The  reefer  man,  the 
heroin  man,  the  dope  man. 

“Ten  years  ago  young  white  kids 
stopped  being  afraid  of  this  society 


needles  buried  20  feet  under 


and  they  tried  killing  them  at  Kent 
State,  but  they  couldn't  manipulate 
white  kids,  and  then  the  reefer- 
heroin  coke-speed  man  shows  up 
'on  the  white  man's  comer.  If  I were 
a foreign  country  and  wanted  to 
overthrow  America,  one  of  the  first 
things  I would  do  is  put  the  youth 
on  drugs.  I can't  believe  govern- 
ment can’t  stop  it — unless  they  are 
bphind  it." 

And  Gregory  believes  the  heroin 
comes  straight  from  the  CIA  and  its 
band  of  Southeast  Asia  thugs  and 
stateside  Mafia  connections  to  help 
finance  the  CIA’s  special  U.S. 
projects. 

He  cities  cases  of  heroin  being 
smuggled  into  the  U.S.  sewed  up 
inside  the  bodies  of  dead  U.S. 
soldiers  with  CIA  operatives 
cutting  open  the  bodies  and 
stuffing  them  with  heroin  and 
sewing  them  up  and  shipping  them 
home  and  meeting  the  bodies  and 
getting  the  heroin  out  and  sewing 
them  up  again. 

Unless  the  Congress  begins  a 
serious  Watergate-type  investiga- 
tion. "I'd  say  we  have  six  to  18 
months  before  this  country  goes 
into  a military  government  with 
martial  law." 

Gregory  believes  the  CIA 
infiltration  of  leftist-radical  groups 
will  begin  a new  wave  of  violence, 
(last  week's  renewal  of  weather 
bombings?)  And  with  violence  from 
one  end  of  this  country  to  the  other, 
newly  appointed  government  will 
call  out  the  tanks  and  troops. 

“Food  scavengers  will  roam  the 
streets  and  people  will  kill  for  food 
and  the  mobs  will  make  the  gas 
shortage  seem  peaceful,  and 
civilization  and  democracy  will  be 
dragged  down  kicking,  pregnant 
with  the  screams  of  starving 
babies,  hungry  mothers  and 
desperate  fathers." 

Gregory  predicts  another  bad 
winter  and  charts  a major  shift  in 
American  eating  habits. 

The  food  conspiracy  crisis  will 
lead  to  the  violence  which  makes 
Gregory  predict  a military  govern- 
ment before  1976.  "The  rich  will 
survive  through  the  violence  and 
only  a shift  in  the  wind  will  prevent 
80  per  cent  of  the  people  from 
being  killed.  We  don't  have  enough 
resources  to  survive,  but  if  the  rich 
get  rid  of  the  masses  . . .

Sen.  Bell  Urges 
Recycling  Oil 
to  Avoid  Waste 

Springfield-State  Senator  Jame; 
F.  "Jim"  Bell,  R-Joliet,  announced 
he  has  introduced  legislation  in  the 
Illinois  General  Assembly  that 
would  allow  the  State  Institute  ol 
Environmental  Quality  to  complete 
work  on  a study  aimed  at 
determining  the  need  for  a 
statewide  system  of  collecting  and 
re-refining  used  oil. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bills. 
S10.000  would  be  appropriated  to 
the  Institute  to  complete  a study, 
already  partially  done,  on  the 
feasibility  and  need  for  such  a 
collection  system  for  used  lubricat- 
ing oils. 

Among  the  items  to  be 
determined  in  the  study  are  the 
need  to  install  oil  storage  facilities 
at  all  end  user  outlets  for 
automotive,  aviation  and  industrial 
oil;  the  potential  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  state  licensing  of  used 
oil  collectors;  and  the  effects  or 
providing  tax  incentives  to  en- 
courage the  collection  and  reuse  of 
waste  oil. 

Senator  Bell  commented,  "Con- 
sidering the  critical  energy  and  oil 
shortage  facing  Americans  for  at 
least  the  next  decade,  it  seems 
appropriate  that  we  should  explore 
every  possible  way  of  minimizing 
our  fuel  waste  and  encourage  the 
recycling  of  our  available  natural 
resources." 

Results  of  the  Institute's  study 
are  to  be  reported  back,  along  with 
recommendations,  to  the  General 
Assembly  by  March  15,  1976. 


Public  Enemy  No.  1 
"We  saw  an  editorial  on  L.A. 
television  about  treating  young 
kids  as  adult  criminals,  but  how  can 
you  take  that  when  that's  the  same 
network  that  played  the  Godfather.

“How  can  you  get  good  people 
into  politics  when  the  CIA  fixes 
elections.  If  the  press  swings 
around  and  a few  politicians  and 
cx-CIA  agents  start  having  balls, 
then  a little  sun  might  be  breaking 
through  the  dark  clouds  but  its  not 
too  bright  and  it  may  be  blown  out 
or  swallowed  up  in  darkness.  It’s  a 
possibility  and  I'm  working  for  it." 

“I  believe  the  CIA  is  Public 
Enemy  No.  1 to  all  of  us  who  revere 
the  democratic  traditions  of  our 
country  and  who  respect  and 
treasure  human  freedom."

Other  than  SGA,  Bro-Sis  (short 
for  Brothcrs-Sisters)  has  been  one 
of  the  few  organizations  on  campus 
that  have  actively  reached  out  to 
the  students  in  an  attempt  to  relate 
the  purposes  and  functions  of  their 
Black-student  oriented  club.  Bro- 
Sis  took  the  responsibility  of 
creating  a celebration  for  Black 
History  Week  and  the  depth, 
delicate  beauty,  and  struggle  of  the 
Black  experience  was  communi- 
cated to  JJC  students  most  artfully 
during  Black  History  week, 
observed  on  campus  February 
10th  - 13th. 

Although  an  administrative  com- 
mittee. appointed  by  college 
president,  Harold  McAninch,  had 
been  appointed  three  weeks  prior 
to  Black  History  Week,  no  funds 
were  appropriated  and  since 
Bro-Sis  had  already  been  working 
plans  for  the  observance,  the 
committee  agreed  to  let  Bro-Sis 
handle  Black  History  Week 
preparations. 

Some  of  the  weeks  activities 

A display  on  the  campus  bridge 
of  African  handwork,  artwork,  and 


clothing— arranged  by  Nigerian 
exchange  student,  Paul  Ngu,  who 
sells  these  items  (sent  to  him  by  his 
family)  to  finance  his  way  through 
school;  an  African  dance  in  “D" 
mall  performed  by  Libyrian 
exchange  students.  Barbar  Gibson 
and  James  Washington;  and  a 
tribute  to  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 
along  with  oral  interpretations  of 
speeches  written  by  Dr.  Ralph 
Abernathy  in  the  campus'  Little 
Theater. 

For  future  Black  History  Week 
observances.  Bro-Sis  would  like  to 
combine  their  efforts  with  Black 
History  Classes  and  other  in- 
terested groups  in  forming  some 
long  range  activities  that  would  be 
more  representative  of  Black 
culture  and  would  focus  in  more 
precisely  on  Black  historical 
contributions.  One  of  the  greatest 
obstacles  in  forming  a tightly-knit 
Black  activist  organization  at  JJC  is 
the  rapid  student  turnover,  lack  of 
funds,  and  vocal  support  from 
other  student  organizations. 

Bro-Sis  envisions  the  near  future 
encompassing  a wider  range  of 
student  participation  - non-black 
as  well  as  black.

AUBREV  A.  WILLS  HONORED 
NATIONALLY.  Board  member 
Aubrey  A.  Wills,  who  coached  at 
Joliet  Junior  College  for  33  years, 
has  lent  his  name  to  the  community 
college  equivalent  of  the  Naismith 
Award.  The  Wills-Wagstaff  Award 
will  be  given  to  the  most  valuable 
player  in  community  college 
competition  annually.  The  award’s 
name  was  chosen  in  honor  of  “Fizz 
Wills  and  Floyd  Wagstaff,  who  led 
their  teams  to  668  and  743  wins 
respectively.  The  two  men  have  the 
finest  records  in  community  college 
basketball  coaching  in  the  nation. 
Wagstaff  coached  at  Tyler  Junior 
College  for  29  years.  After 
suffering  a near-fatal  heart  attack 
last  year,  he  gave  up  his  coaching 
duties,  but  is  still  employed  at  TJC 
as  Athletic  Director.

SSU  Receives 
Accreditation 

Springfield,  111.,  April  11-Sanga- 
mon  State  University  has  been 
granted  full  accreditation  and 
membership  in  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools,  it  was  announced  today. 

President  Robert  C.  Spencer  was 
informed  of  the  NCA  decision  in  a 
telephone  call.  He  said  a formal 
letter  is  expected  within  10  days. 
Spencer,  academic  vice  president 
John  H.  Keiser,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  SSU  faculty  team  which 
participated  in  the  accreditation 
process  appeared  before  NCA 
officials  in  Chicago  last  weekend.  It 
was  the  final  step  in  the  route 
which  began  almost  from  the  time 
Sangamon  State  opened  its  doors 
five  years  ago. 

The  accreditation  process  in- 
volved visits  by  examining  teams 
comprised  of  outstanding  edu- 
cators from  other  universities  and 
self  studies  by  the  SSU  faculty. 

“Full  accreditation  is  a milestone 
in  the  life  of  any  institution,” 
Spencer  said.  "It  is  particularly 
gratifying  for  us  because  of  the 
mandate  we  were.  given  to  chart 
new  directions  in  such  fields  as 
educational  innovation  and  public 
affairs,  at  a new  kind  of  university, 
and  at  a time  when  higher 
education  generally  has  been  under

The  claimant.  Chaucey  Guy 
Spencer  of  Oakwood.  Illinois 
obtained  the  favorable  ruling  from 
the  Illinois  Labor  Dispute  and 
Determination  Unit  in  Chicago 
after  appealing  a local  decision  that 
had  cut  off  his  weekly  S61  benefit 
checks. 

Spencer  is  a Vietnam-era 
Veteran  and  is  now  employed  as  an 
accounting  clerk  at  the  Danville 
extension  of  the  Walgreens 
Accounting  office. 

According  to  William  Temple- 
ton, DJC  director  of  Institutional 
Services,  some  162  students 'were 
enrolled  last  fall  in  one-year 
certificate  programs.  Many  of 
these  students  would  have  been 


eligible  for  employment  upon 
completion  of  the  programs. 

Templeton  said  that  the  majority 
of  full-time  one-year  certificate 
students  were  enrolled  in  one  of 
four  areas:  Cosmetlogy;  Early 
Childhood  Development:  Drafting; 
and  a selected  secretarial  program. 
He  cautioned  that  many  student; 
may  already  be  receiving  benefits 
under  a federal  Man  Power 
Program,  and  of  course,  would  not 
be  eligible  for  Unemployment 
compensation. 

Templeton  believes  that  almost 
as  many  students  are  enrolled  this 
spring. 

Veterans  coordinator  Jim  Jordon 
had  assisted  Spencer  in  processing 
the  appeal  which  involved  compil- 
ing a series  of  affidavits  from 
College  faculty  and  staff.  Hordon 
was  able  to  establish  that  Spencer 
qualified  under  four  points  of 
Section  500-0-0  of  the  Illinois 
Unemployment  Compensation  Act. 

According  to  the  affadavits,  "(a) 


reasonable  work  opportunities 
would  be  available  in  the 
individual’s  (Spencer’s)  locality, 
(b)  the  retraining  program  is 
offered  by  a competent  and  reliable 
agency  (DJC),  (c)  that  the  indivi- 
dual has  the  requFred  qualifications 
and  aptitudes  to  complete  the 
course  successfully.”

Spencer  complied  with  the  fourth 
requirement  in  that  "reasonable 
work  opportunities  for  which  the 
individual  is  fitted  by  training  and 
experience  did  not  exist  in  his 
(Spencer's)  locality.”

fluences.  He  gave  examples  of  how 
even  children  are  subjected  to 
negative  attitudes  through  such 
nursery  rhymes  as  "Jack  and  Jill' 
where  the  rhyme  continues  by 
saying  that  "Jack  came  down  and 
broke  his  crown  and  Jill  came 
tumbling  after."  Or  the  “Humpty 
Dumpty"  sketch,  where  Humpty- 
Dumpty  has  a great  fall.  Gregory 
feels  that  these  poems  set  children 
up  for  some  kind  of  cnevitable 
downfall. 

Dick  Gregory  interjected  a 
reasonable  amount  of  humor  into  a 
speech  lhat  was  serious  in  purpose. 
Often,  his  comic  lines  were  just  as 
powerful  as  any  foot  stomping,  fist 
shaking  oratory  could  have  been. 
He  stated  that  “young  white  kids 
are  America's  new  niggers."  Mr. 
Gregory  then  thanked  the  whites 
for  being  the  new  niggers,  on 
behalf  of  the  old  niggers.”  He 
stated  his  reasons  for  the  comment 
by  saying  that  the  CIA  preys  upon 
the  young  whites,  in  an  attempt  to 
induce  them  into  the  use  of  drugs. 
Other  atrocities  that  Gregory  feels 
the  CIA  is  involved  in  are  the 
starving  of  millions  in  Africa  and 
Asia.  The  gas  shortage.  And  the 
energy  crisis.  Concerning  the  food 
shortage  Gregory  had  this  to  say. 
"India  produces  enough  grain  not 
only  to  feed  all  the  people  of  India, 
but  to  export  to  the  United  States 
and  Russia.”  He  said  that  the  CIA 
planted  the  rumor  that  overpopula- 
tion is  the  reason  so  many  are 
starving.  Yet  he  quickly  adds  that 
"we  reached  zero  population 
growth  4 years  ago."

A teacher’s  contract  was  not 
ready  for  Joliet  Junior  College 
Board  of  Trustee's  ratification  at 
their  regular  Monday  night 
meeting.  Dr.  Harold  McAninch. 
college  president,  said  a special 
meeting  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  next  Monday. 

That  special  meeting  is  entirely 
dependant  on  five  or  six  final  items 
to  be  clarified,  William  Allen,  chief 
union  negotiator,  .told  reporters 
after  the  Board  meeting.  Allen 
went  on  to  say  that  there  were  no 
big  money  issues  involved  and  he 
expected  the  Executive  Committee 
to  be  able  to  make  its  recommen- 
dations to  the  membership  this 
week. 

While  Allen  sees  the  delay  and 
the  success  of  the  High  School 
teacher's  strike  as  leaving  the  door 
open  for  negative  feelings  towards 
the  contract  on  the  part  of  some 
teachers,  definite  gains  have  been 
made.  "Once  the  union  gets  a total 
picture  of  the  contract,  I think  they 
will  look  at  it  favorably.”  he  said. 

In  other  agenda  items,  Dr. 
McAninch  noted  that  enrollment  at 
all  of  the  community  colleges  had 
far  exceeded  expectations  and  state 
funding  may  be  short  in  this 
coming  school  year.  The  schools 
receive  funding  on  the  basis  of 
student  enrollment,  the  more 
students,  the  father  the  money  has 
to  go.  He  feels  certain  that  a 
supplemental  appropriation  will  be 
sought  from  Springfield.

Transfers  who  plan  early  dc  well 


"Some  of  the  difficulties  students 
encounter  transferring  from  Joliet  Junior 
College,”  may  well  have  been  the  title  of  Dr. 
Everett  Van  De  Voort’s,  Dean  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  report  to  the  September  8.  Board 
of  Trustees  meeting. 

Dr.  Van  De  Voort  explained  that 
graduates  of  JJC  do  well  in  state  colleges 
and  universities  when  they  plan  well  in 
advance  of  their  transfer.  He  further 
explained  that  a student  leaving  Joliet  with 
an  Associate  in  Arts  degree  with  a well 
constructed  program  will  have  a lot  more 
opportunities  immediately  available  to  him 
than  a student  without  a degree  who 


transfers  to  another  school. 

This  is  because  many  of  the  senior 
institutions  have  a "compact"  with  Joliet 
Junior  College  such  that  with  appropriate 
courses  and  an  A.  A.  degree  a student  will  be 
accepted  as  a Junior.  Without  a degree.  Dr. 
Van  Dc  Voort  explained,  the  "compact"  is 
not  applicable. 

The  best  way  for  a student  to  get  the  most 
from  his  JJC  experience  is  to  make  early 
contact  with  college  counselors,  both  at  JJC 
and  at  the  institution  he  plans  to  attend.  In 
this  way  a JJC  program  can  be  geared 
specifically  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
educational  facility  that  has  been  selected. 


program  by  which  Dr.  Van  De 
Voort  has  a direct  personal  contact  in  each  of 
the  state  universities  to  facilitate  student 
transfers.  This  program  also  provides 
feedback  to  JJC  so  the  college  can  evaluate 
the  success  of  its  graduates. 

In  the  five  (5)  years  Dr.  Van  De  Voort  has 
served  as  the  co-ordinator  between  JJC  and 
other  colleges  and  universities  he  has  found 
a marked  difference  in  attitude.  First  the 
■scope  of  the  Junior  College  has  grown  to 
embrace  a greater  community  college 
function.  This  expansion  of  service  identity 
has  not  been  easy  for  the  senior  colleges  to 
grasp. 


educational  programs  v 
designed  to  mimic  the  universities.  Changes 
at  both  ends  have  made  direct  parallels 
difficult  to  establish.  As  the  institutions 
begin  to  increase  their  communications  this 
is  beginning  to  be  less  of  a problem.

Many 
more  of  these  programs  are  available  and 
students  are  urged  to  talk  to  College 
Counselors.

Money  comes  four  ways 


Four  types  of  financial  aids  are 
made  available  to  JJC  students. 
Scholarship";,  grants,  loans  and 
work  prop  ams  are  funded  pri- 
vately, ini.itutionally,  and  through 
the  state  and  federal  governments 
to  assist  the  student  in  financing 
his  education. 

The  federal  government  offers 
the  Basic  Education  Opportunity 
Grant  (BEOG).  To  qualify  for  these 
grant,  the  student  must  1.  be  a 
high  school  graduate.  2.)  not  have 
attended  college  prior  to  April  1. 
1973,  3.)  demonstrates  financial 
need.  This  is  the  first  year 
part-time  students  can  qualify  for 
this  grant.  If  a student  qualifies  for 
the  BEOG,  he  can  apply  for  the 
Supplemental  Education  Opport- 
unity Grant  (SEOG),  if  he  has  an 
unmet  financial  need.  80%  of  this 
grant  is  p^jd  by  the  federal  govern- 
t and  20%  by  the  school. 


Two  specific  scholarships  ai 
also  provided  by  the  feder. 
government.  The  Law  Enforcemei 
Educational  Assistance  Prograi 
offers  assistance  to  students  wh 
are  currently  employed  in  polic 
work- or  in  correctional  institute: 
Students  can  obtain  full  tuitioi 
which  includes  book  bills.  Th 
Nursing  Loan  Program  offei 
nursing  students  a scholarshi 
based  on  need.  A forgivene* 
clause  that  is  included  in  the  loar 
states  if  the  student  becomes 
nurse  up  to  85  per  cent  of  the  loa 
will  be  waivered. 

The  State  government  als 
provides  financial  assistance  to  th 
student.  The  Illinois  Monetar 
Award  is  a grant  with  no  acadcmi 
requirements.  To  obtain  this  gram 
the  student  must  be  a stat 
resident  and  demonstrate  financit 
J^cc^hrougl^^h^^ilin^^ofa 
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application.  Students  who  qualified 
as  Illinois  State  Scholars  arc  also 
eligible  for  an  additional  SI00  from 
the  state. 

All  Illinois  veterans  who 
returned  to  the  state  within  six 
months  after  their  discharge  are 
eligible  for  the  Illinois  Veteran 
Scholarship.  This  scholarship, 
which  pays  full  tuition  and  fees,  is 
applicable  to  any  state  school. 

The  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  assists  students  who 
have  become  vocationally  displaced 
through  accident,  illness  or 
automation.  These  students  attend 
school  to  be  trained  in  another  field 
because  they  are  no  longer 
employable  in  their  past  Vocation. 

The  state  also  provides  the 
Illinois  Guaranteed  Loan,  which  is 
a deferred  loan.  The  student  is 
allowed  to  complete  his  education 
before  he  has  to  repay  the  loan. 
While  he  is  in  school  the  federal  go- 
vernment pays  interest  on  the  loan. 

Participation  in  the  work  - study 
program  is  another  means  for  the 
student  to  obtain  funds  for  school. 
JJC  offers  three  such  programs, 
funded  primarily  by  the  state, 
federal  government  or  the  school 
itself.  To  qualify  for  anyone  of  the 
work  study  programs,  the  student 
must  fill  out  an  application  which 
analyzes  his  financial  need.  The 
financial  .aids  office  then,  places  the 
student  in  an  appropriate  job. 

If  you  feel  you  qualify  for  any  of 
these  programs  sec  Mr.  Jeff  King, 
director  of  financial  aids,  in  room

Neff:  London  souvenirs

Peter  Neff  of  our  very  own 
English  Department  spent  last  year 
doing  research.  takih]f  pTToTographs 
and  studying  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Five  thousand  pictures, 
several  hundred  miles  and  a few 
dollars  later  Neff  graciously 
allowed  the  Blazer  an  interview. 

BESIDES  SOUNDING  LIKE 
SOMETHING  A NUN  WOULD  DO, 
WHAT  IS  A SABBATICAL? 

It's  found  in  most  universities 
and  most  colleges.  The  theory 
behind  it  is  that  teachers  have  to 
advance  their  education  in  order  to 
teach  well.  So.  every  seventh  year 
they  may  apply  to  take  a leave  of 
absence,  with  either  half  of 
two-thirds  pay  or  whatever  it  may 
be,  to  study  or  do  some  research. 

It's  a nice  thing  to  do.  Usually 
when  the  economy  is  healthy  there 
are  a lot  more  people  applying  for 
them.  I think  it’s  a great  idea.  Just 
sitting  in  a classroom  or  just 
getting  away  from  a classroom, 
either  one  is  good.  Becoming  a 
student  again  is  good  for  you.  It 
makes  you  realize  what  the 
students  go  through.  Being  out  of  a 
classroom  is  good  for  you.  You  tend 
to  get  sort  of  stale.  My  idea  is  that 
if  you  ever  stop  changing  and 
improving  a little  bit  and  learning 
while  you  are  teaching  then  you 
should  not  be  teaching.  Of  course, 
there  may  be  good  exceptions  to 
that. 

My  sabbatical  was  a little 
unusual,  people  don't  usually  do 
what  I did,  but  it's  effective  if  it  is 
useful  to  the  courses.  I went  to 
photograph  scenes  that  are  related 
to  English  Literature.  Either  where 
writers  lived  or  stayed  or  spent 
some  time  or  that  they  described  in 
their  work,  places  where  they  wrote 
their  work,  scenes  that  are 
described,  the  settings  that  might 
be  used  in  some  literary  works, 
places  of  literary  and  historical  and 
I was  in  England,  Scotland 


That’s  right.  Actually  it  was 
great  fun  but  there  was  work 
involved.  1 spent  half  of  the  time 
doing  research,  finding  out  where 
these  places  were.  You  cannot  just 
sit  down  and  read  a book  and 
describe  a tree.  Well  a tree  is  a 
tree.  You  have  to  pick  out  scenes 
that  are  useful.  You  have  to  find 
them.  There  are  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  homes  that  English 


Terrible,  everything  is  expensive 
in  England.  Gas  was  about  SI. 80  a 
British  gallon.  That  would  be  about 
SI. 50  an  American  gallon  because 
our  gallons  are  a little  smaller. 

Rent  in  the  London  area?  You  are 
lucky  to  find  just  a decent  place  for 
about  twenty  pounds  a week.  That 
is  about  forty-five  to  fifty  dollars  a 
week.  That  is  likely  to  be  a one 
room  apartment.  A three  room 
apartment  would  be  about  seventy 
pounds  which  would  be  one 
hundred  eighty  dollars  a week. 
Housing  is  very  expensive.  Food  is 
more  expensive  than  here.  The  cost 
of  living  is  said  to  be  the  same  as  it 
is  here  but  I think  it  is  more  for  a 
visitor  because  they  do  have  some 
benefits. 


IN  YOUR  DIGGINGS  DID  YOU 
EVER  STICK  YOUR  NOSE  OUT 
TOO  FAR? 

In  fact,  I found  that  I was  too 
polite.  There  were  certain  things  1 
would  not  do.  There  were  a couple 
of  places  where  people  would  not 
let  me  take  pictures  but,  things  like 
that  varied  with  the  area.  At  first,  I 
would  go  into  churches  where 
writers  had  spent  some  time  and  I 
was  leary  about  taking  photo- 
graphs. I talked  to  people  and 
found  out  that  the  vicarsor  the 
rectors  would  arrange  lighting  for 

1 had  a couple  of  bad  experiences 
like  a parking  lot  attendant 
charging  me  when  he  shouldn't 
have  sort  of  thing.  That’s  the  kind 
of  thing  1 noted  because  it  was  so 
rare,  usually,  it  was  the  opposite. 
Some  place,  such  as  Wordsworth's 
birthplace,  kept  people  out  of  the 
rooms  I was  working  in  and 
brought  me  coffee.

literary  figures  lived  in  that  aren’t 
marked  or  anything.  They  are  just 
privately  owned  homes  with  people 
living  in  them.  You  have  to  find  out 
where  they  are,  go  to  the  places, 
talk  to  people  and  get  permission  to 
take  your  pictures. 

DID  YOU  HAVE  ANY  PROBLEMS 
BEING  AN  AMERICAN  IN 
ENGLAND? 

No,  it  was  nice.  People  in 
foreign  countries  usually  are  nice  to 
individual  foreigners.  England  and 
America  have  sort  of  a special 
relationship  anyway.  1 was  treated 
exceptionally  well.  We've  never 
really  taken  advantage  of  them 
economically.  Since  we  revolted 
from  England  a long  time  ago  once 
it  was  gotten  over  we've  been  like 
sister  countries.

I 
met  a lot  of  nice  people  and  made  a 
lot  of  good  friends.

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Parking  tight  at  JJC

Since  the  beginning  of  school 
this  year,  JJC  has  had  a problem 
with  the  parking  lot  situation. 
There  aren't  enough  parking 
spaces  to  go  with  the  number  of 
cars  that  are  driven  to  school. 

“This  is  particularly  true  on 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays.  '1  says 
Louis  Korilko,  head  of  campus 
security. 

When  campus  security  took  a 
survey  on  this  problem,  they  found 
that  on  Mondays  all  four  of  the 
student  parking  lots  were  full,  with 
illegal  parking  in  lots  one  and  four. 
On  Tuesdays,  only  lot  four  was 
filled.  But  there  was  anywhere 
from  50  to  75  empty  spaces  on  the 
other  three  lots.  Wednesdays  were 
shown  to  be  almost  as  bad  as 


Mondays.  Student  lot  four  was  full, 
but  the  other  three  lots  had  10  to  25 
empty  spaces  in  the  back  of  the 
lots.  Thursdays  and  Fridays  were 
shown  to  have  about  as  many  open 
spaces  as  there  were  on  Tuesdays. 

When  asked  why  student  lot  four 
was  always  full.  Korilko  replied.

"The  students  park  there  so  they 
won't  have  so  far  to  walk  to  their 
classes  in  J Building." 

But  are  there  any  plans  to 
alleviate  the  parking  lot  problems? 
"We  have  sent  a notice  to  all  the 
teachers  asking  them  to  please 
park  only  in  the  faculty  parking 
area  in  lots  two  and  by  J Building." 
said  Korilko.  “This  should  give  the 
students  at  least  21  more  parking 


spaces.  Also  when  the  temporary 
buildings  are  taken  down,  we  will 
move  the  teachers  to  the  slabs 
where  the  buildings  were.  Art  and 
Music  students  will  also  be  allowed 
to  park  on  these  slabs.  This  should 
give  another  60  to  80  additional 
parking  areas  to  the  other 
students." 

Campus  security  is  giving  tickets 
to  those  students  who  are  parking 
illegally.

President  predicts

College  Pres.  Harold  McAninch’s  hopes  for  a good 
year  are  shining  brighter  than  ever  during  Joliet 
Junior  College's  Diamond  Jubilee. 

Seated  in  his  executive  office,  overlooking  the  lake, 
McAninch  commented  briefly  on  the  averted  strike, 
opening  of  school,  increased  enrollment,  and  his 
hopes  for  the  coming  year. 

When  asked  for  a statement  on  the  teachers  strike 
McAninch 's  face  broke  into  a broad  Scotch  smile  as  he 
laughingly  corrected  this  reporter  by  saying  “You 
mean  the  averted  teacher’s  strike.  Don’t  you?" 
McAninch  stated  that  he  was  very  proud  of  the 
professional  manner  in  which  both  teams  (teachers 
union  and  board)  bargained.  He  felt  that  some 
extremely  hard  bargaining  went  on.  "But,  for  the 
most  part  I guess  you  could  say  that  I am  just  very, 
very  happy  that  the  strike  was  averted.”  When  asked 
as  to  what  role  he  played  in  the  bargaining?,  he 
replied,  "the  role  I always  play  - the  preparation  of 
the  bargaining  and  next  years  budget.” 

However,  about  SO  teachers  walked  into 
McAninch’s  office  Tuesday  and  threw  down  their 
copies  of  the  contract  proposal  to  demonstrate  their 
feelings  about  some  of  the  wording.  McAninch  said 
he  was  expecting  it  and  was  surprised  it  did  not 
happen  sooner  and  only  half  the  faculty  participated. 
Talks  later  Tuesday  resulted  in  representatives  of 
both  the  teachers  and  board  members  initialing  an 
agreement  which  both  sides  must  formally  ratify, 
McAninch  said. 

Quickly  switching  topics,  McAninch  turned  his 
attention  towards  the  opening  of  school.  McAninch 
attended  the  orientation  for  incoming  students.  At  the 
orientation  he  said  he  attempted  to  get  across  to  the 
students  that  being  the  oldest  junior  college  in  the 
nation  that  we  have  a high  standard  of  quality 
administration.  And  that  if  any  students  have 
problems  they  should  go  immediately  to  their 
teachers. 

When  McAninch  was  informed  that  there  were 
slight  grumblings  in  the  distance  from  the  teachers 


and  students  concerning  the  apparent  overcrowding 
of  classrooms,  McAninch  made  this  statement: 
"Compared  to  many  universities  we  are  not 
overcrowded,  1 doubt  very  much  if  we  were  using  our 
classrooms  to  full  capacity  last  year."  McAninch 
added,  that  with  the  North  Campus,  located  in  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Fountaindale  Library  in 
Bolingbrook,  we  have  an  additional  10  classrooms.  A 
child  day-care  center  is  also  expected  to  be  open 
sometime  this  year,  at  the  North  campus,  so  that 
housewives  will  be  able  to  leave  their  children  there 
while  they  attend  school. 

Then,  McAninch  eased  back  into  his  chair  as  he 
speculated  on  what  kind  of  a year  the  students  could 
look  forward  to.  He  emphasized  that  students  should 
attend  his  open  forum.  What  the  form  is,  is  a time 
when  the  students  can  sit  down  with  him  and  discuss 
what  they  think  to  be  major  problems  in  the  schools 
system.  The  forum  is  usually  held  once  a month. 
McAninch  felt  that  this  was  one  of  the  ways  a 
concerned  student  could  discuss  any  problems  in  the 
educational  process  - and  change  them!  Compared  to 
last  year,  when  only  a handful  of  students  attended 
the  forum,  the  President  feels  that  attendance  at 
these  meetings  can  only  improve  this  year.  McAninch 
was  well  pleased  with  the  extracurricular  activities 
that  occur  within  the  college.  "Last  year  our  athletic 
department  was  exemplary.  First  in  the  state  in 
football,  third  in  wrestling.  I think  those  facts  really 
say  something  about  the  sports  programs  offered  at 
JJC."  As  for  the  entertainment  aspect  President 
McAninch  also  expressed  pride  in  the  Student 
Government  Association.  SGA  who.  for  the  most  part 
set  up  many  of  the  guest  speakers  (David  Frost,  Dick 
Gregory)  and  also  the  rock  bands  which  usually 
played  on  the  bridge  or  in  D-Mall  during  the  school 
day.  Questioned  as  to  what  he  thought  of  the  low 
turnout  for  many  of  these  events,  he  replied,  “thats 
understandable.  When  you  consider  that  better  than 
70%  of  our  students  work  full  or  part  time.  You  really 
can’t  expect  big  turnouts  for  these  events.  Otherwise  1 
think  SGA  did  a terrific  job  last  year  and  I expect  them 
to  be  even  better  this  year!"

Mark  Henley,  who.  like  many 
other,  started  out  wanting  to  be  a 
doctor,  luckily  realized  his  potential 
as  a first-rate  composer  instead, 
and  with  the  release  of  his  first  solo 
album  is  on  the  way  to  becoming  a 
major  concert  artist. 

The  first  time  Mark  picked  up  a 
guitar  in  high  school,  and  from  that 
time  he  has  become  increasingly 
hooked  on  music.  In  his  sober  first 
moments  in  college  (at  Notre  Dame 
and  the  University  of  Minnesota) 
he  listed  his  career  as  Pre-Med,  but 
he  gradually  changed  and  began  to 
devote  more  and  more  time  to 
music,  finally  choosing  it  as  a 


At  the  end  of  his  college  days  he 
teamed  up  with  Steve  Brainard  and 
as  one  half  of  the  duo.  Brainard  and 
Henley,  he  began  to  "pay  his 
dues". 

Since  becoming  a single,  Mark 
has  played  most  of  the  best 
midwestern  listening  rooms, 
toured  extensively  in  college 
concerts,  and  has  come  into  his 
own  as  a composer  and  performer. 
His  songs  have  appeared  on  a half 
dozen  nationally  distributed 
albums  including  those  of  Gene 
Cotton  and  Michael  Johnson. 

He  has  performed  as  opening  act 
to  Michael  Johnson  at  the 


prestigious  Guthrie  Theater  in 
Minneapolis,  and  to  Steve 
Goodman  in  several  college 
concerts.  He  has  also  become  a 
returning  favorite  at  Chicago's  Earl 
of  Old  Town. 

His  shows  are  Spiced  with  his 
wry  humor,  articulate  assessments 
or  society,  and  his  own  great  music. 
Occasionally  his  sense  of  humor 
and  composing  talents  will  mesh  as 
they  did  in  "New  Boots".  But  most 
often  his  songs  reflect  his 
sensitivity  for  life  in  general,  and 
as  a result,  his  music  and  his 
performance  are  something  that 
anyone  can  relate  to. 


Crosby,  Nash  just  plain  music

When  David  Crosby  and  Graham 
Nash  first  played  together,  their 
music  was  simple  with  meaningful 
lyrics.  Thar  was  back  in  the  middle 
60's.  Today,  their  music  has 
remained  in  that  same  basic  style:

shows,  just  straightforward  music 
where  the  words  mean  as  much  as 
the  tune.

Crosby  and  Nash  used  only 
acoustic  guitars,  piano,  and  an 
occasional  harmonica  to  perform. 
David  Crosby  stayed  on  guitar  and 
vocals  while  Graham  Nash  played 
acoustic  guitar,  harmonica,  and 
some  piano.  The  acoustics  were 
excellent  and  every  word  could  be 
heard  clearly. 

The  concert  consisted  of  old  apd 
new  songs.  Some  of  the  old 
favorites  they  played  included 
"Military  Madness".  "Our 
House".  "Gueniverre”,  an  all 
acoustic  "Wooden  Ships",  and  of 


course.  "Chicago”,  which  was  the 
last  song  of  the  night. 

They  also  played  fiveor  six  songs 
from  their  new  album,  which 
should  be  out  any  day.  The  title 
track.  "Wind  on  the  Water",  was 
especially  good. 

With  Crosby  and  Nash  playing 
together  now  and  Stephen  Stills 
and  Neil  Young  just  releasing  solo 
albums,  a Crosby.

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System  lacks  coordination

When  Joliet  Junior  College  was 
constructed  in  1972,  an  intercom 
and  emergency  warning  system 
was  purchased.  Three  years  have 
elapsed.  The  system,  capable  of 
communication  to  a single  class- 
room or  the  entire  school,  has  not 
yet  been  fully  installed.  Becoming 
aware  of  this  fact,  the  Blazer 
decided  to  investigate.  These  are 
the  results  the  Blazer  compiled. 

According  to  Robert  Glenn, 
Associate  Dean  of  Business, 
Walter  Zaida,  Dean  of  Personnel 
Services,  is  in  charge  of  the 
machine.  Zaida,  when  interviewed, 
stated  that  it  was  primarily 
intended  to  be  used  as  an 
emergency  warning  device.  This 
system,  which  is  located  in  the 
Student  Affairs  office,  can  be 
operated  by  a hotline  phone  in  the 
Security  office.  As  of  September 
24,  the  phone  and  the  system  had 
not  been  connected. 

Glenn  stated  there  would  be 
someone  here  to  correct  the  system 
sometime  this  week.  Until  they  are 
connected,  this  system  must  be 
turned  on  with  a key.  According  to 
Zaida,  the  Chief  of  Security  Lewis 
Korilko  is  the  only  person  with  a 
key.  In  case  of  emergency,  Korilko 
must  be  found  and  must  come  into

the  building  to  operate  the  system. 

When  questioned  about  the 
delay,  Zaida  stated  that  the  right 
people  had  to  be  contacted.  “The 
supplier  and  installer  were 
different,”  Zaida  said  about  the 
system,  “I’m  not  the  person  who 
would  know  the  answers  to  these 
questions.” 


In  accordance  with  the  investi- 
gation Korilko  was  asked  to 
comment  on  the  system.  He  stated 
that  his  answers  were  the  same  as 
Zaida's. 

According  to  different  sources, 
the  system  has  been  checked  out 
twice  and  found  to  be  out  of  order 
both  times. 


Henry  Pillard,  Director  of 
Student  Affairs  stated  that  the 
system  was  checked  out  last  year 
during  the  school  year.  It  was 
found  to  be  defective.  No  one  was 
brought  into  fix  it,  according  to 
Pillard. 

The  second  check  was  run  this 
summer,  according  to  Zaida.  Again 


the  system  was  found  defective. 
The  machine  still  awaits  repairs. 

No  one  interviewed  could  tell  the 
"Blazer  how  much  the  machine  cost. 
Last  October  the  machine  was 
moved  to  its  present  location  in  the 
student  affairs  office.  No  one 
interviewed  could  say  how  much 
the  move  cost.

Weaving  highlights  semester 


Committee  recommends 


A new  weaving  class  has  started 
in  the  Art  Department  this 
semester  which  meets  from  10  a.m. 
to  noon  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays. 

The  objectives  of  the  class  are  to 
learn  to  use  a four  harness  loom, 
make  a few  basic  tools  and 
construct  a simple  loom,  according 
to  Ms.  Dale  Krizek,  the  course 
instructor. 

Projects  the  students  are 
required  to  do  on  both  the  four 
harness  loom  and  their  own  looms 
include  making  ponchos,  pillows, 


purses,  place  mats  and  belts. 

The  students  will  also  learn  to 
make  their  own  yarn  starting  from 
scratch.  This  process  includes 
taking  raw  fleece  (called  fleece  in 
the  grease  and  washing  it, 
straightening  the  fibers,  spinning  it 
on  a hand  spindle  into  yam  and. 
dying  it  if  they  wish. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  class 
this  semester  will  include  a 
spinning  demonstration  on  October 
13  from  10  a.m.  to  noon  in  room  104 
and  at  noon  to  1 p.m.  in  the  gallery, 
according  to  Ms.  Krizek.

JJC’s  Campus  Use  Committee 
helps  formulate  conservation 
policies  on  the  campus.  The 
committee,  which  has  no  regular 
meeting  date,  is  made  up  of  the 
following  members:  Dr.  William 
Zales,  Bill  Allan,  Virginia  Allan, 
BobCottingham,  Gill  Bell,  Leonard 
Hodgeman.  William  Kahle,  Louis 
Nilles,  A1  Racchini,  Steve  Flanni- 
gan,  and  Bob  Glen. 

The  committee  recommends 
policies  that  affect  the  land  around 
Joliet  Junior  College.  The  com- 
mittee reports  their  suggestions  to 
the  administration.  But  the  sug- 
gestions are  not  always  followed 
according  to  Dr.  William  Zales.  For 
example,  the  committee  may  state 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  build  a 
building  on  an  area  of  the  campus 
because  of  its  adverse  affect  on  the 
econ-system. 

After  considering  this  recom- 
mendation the  administration  could 
build  the  building  anyway.  In 
short,  any  suggestion  by  the 
committee  are  binding  to  no  one. 

However,  some  suggestions  are 
followed.  When  followed  it  is 
hoped  by  the  committee  that  the 
recommendations  will  help  pro- 
mote preservation  of  the  unusual 
vegatation  and  animal  life  on 
campus. 

On  occasions,  deer  have  been 
seen  on  the  campus.  To  maintain 
the  environment  for  them,  it  is 
important  that  expansion  of 
parking,  or  other  facilities  be 
planned.  Among  these  problems, 
another  is  present,  and  that  is 
making  the  students  and  com- 
munity aware  of  what  is  on  the 
campus.  What  is  present  is  more 
than  a lake,  trees,  or  beautiful 
land.  The  land  provides  an  ideal 
field  of  study  for  geology  classes 
and  natural  science  studies,  such 
as  biology  and  botany.  Without 
careful  planning  all  this  could  be 


destroyed. 

Miscroscopic  life  is  present  in 
the  lake.  Plans  are  to  have  the  lake 
fishable  by  late  1976,  or  by  the 
latest  in  1977.  When  fishing  will  be 
permitted,  only  students  and 
faculty  will  be  allowed  to  fish  in  the 
lake,  the  reason  being  that  heavy 


public  fishing  would  deplete  the 
stock. 

The  forestry  on  campus  attracts 
birds  of  different  types.  If  the 
foilage  is  destroyed,  it  would  be 
gone  forever.  The  transplanting  of 
this  natural  life  would  not  succeed. 


Editorially  speaking 

Three  years  ago,  an  intercom  and  emergency  warning 
system  was  purchased  as  part  of  the  new  campus.  Since  then 
little  has  been  done  to  get  this  system  ready  for  use. 

Meetings  have  held  on  the  matter  twice  according  to 
various  Blazer  sources.  It  seems  although,  that  little  become 
of  these  meetings  as  the  system  is  still  not  working  as 
efficiently  as  it  could. 

It  has  been  stressed  repeatedly  by  everyone  interviewed 
on  the  subject  that  the  system’s  purpose  is  to  be  able  to  alert 
students  as  quickly  as  possible  to  dangerous  situations. 
Directions  on  what  to  do  in  an  emergency  situation  could 
then  be  given  out  quickly  to  all  the  students  at  the  same 
time. 


As  the  present  system  stands,  if  -an  emergency  should 
arise,  then  it  must  first  be  turned  on  by  a key.  This  entails 
finding  the  Chief  of  Security  and  having  him  come  and  turn 
on  the  system.  Granted,  because  of  the  tracers  worn  by  the 
security  officers  this  might  only  take  moments.  But  moments 
might  be  all  there  is. 


Even  granted  that  on  a campus  this  size  it  is  difficult  to 
keep  up  with  everything  that  is  going  on,  it  does  seem  that  a 
matter  as  important  as  an  emergency  warning  system  would 
be  given  more  attention.  The  matter  should  be  looked  into 
and  corrected  before  an  emergency  arises.

This  time  a freshman  Scout  stood  up,  gave 
the  scout  sign  - which  has  the  index  and  middle  finger  raised, 
except  he  forgot  the  index  finger  in  the  excitement  - and  stated  in 
slurred  speech  that  Boy  Scouts  don't  drink  and  that  they  hadn’t 
seen  any  Russians  since  the  wheat  harvest.  He  then  passed  out. 
(Naw.  Boy  Scouts  don't  drink.  Much.) 

Meanwhile,  federal  agents  disguised  as  latrines  were  closing  in 
on  the  unsuspecting  Patty.  They  sprang  into  camp  and  made  their 
only  mistake.

Additional  resources  available 
arc  pamphlets,  brochures,  informa- 
tion on  financial  aids,  and  outlines. 
Outlines  arc  information  sheets 
obtained  from  former  JJC  students 
concerning  important  factors  in- 
volved with  transferring  to  other 
colleges.

f5." 

"But  if  you  arc  going  to  put  out  a 
yearbook,  it  should  be  one  of  good 
quality  and  where  the  students  will 
do  a good  job,"  Hines  said. 

Zaida  w as  on  vacation  at  the  time 
and  was  not  available  for  comment. 

Also  interviewed  was  Henry  P.

Students  polled

A significant  number  of  students  expressed  a 
strong  desire  for  a 1975-76  yearbook  in  a recent  poll 
conducted  by  the  Bla/cr  staff.  How  ever,  less  than  half 
of  those  students  polled  showed  interest  in  becoming 
directly  involved  w ith  the  production  of  the  yearbook. 

The  written  poll  was  administered  to  110  students 
in  classes,  the  cafeteria  and  D mall  last  week. 
Expressing  a personal  desire  for  a yearbook  were  88 
per  cent,  while  1 1 per  cent  had  no  desire  for  the  book 

Of  those  students  polled.  41  per  cent  said  they  w ere 
interested  in  working  on  some  aspect  of  the  yearbook. 
Many  were  willing  to  work  in  multiple  areas.  Having 
an  interest  in  layout  design  were  21  per  cent, 
photography  18  per  cent,  copy  10  per  cent  and  artwork 

Support  for  the  yearbook  was  also  shown  by  the 
students'  responses  to  questions  about  gelling  their 
pictures  taken  and  paying  a small  fee  for  the  book. 


Willing  to  get  their  class  picture  taken  were  79  per 
cent,  while  17  per  cent  said  no  and  4 per  cent  were 
undecided.  The  response  to  w illingness  to  pay  about  a 
S2.50  fee  for  the  book  was  yes.  72  per  cent;  no.  26  per 
cent:  and  undecided.  2 per  cent. 

Dean  Walter  Zaida.  director  of  student  affairs,  said 
funds  were  appropriated  for  the  '75-'76  yearbook,  but 
they  were  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  entire  cost  of 
producing  the  book.  Therefore  a small  fee  would  be 
necessary  if  a yearbook  was  published. 

Students  polled  offered  their  views.  One  student 
believes  that  the  design  of  the  book  should  be  altered, 
"instead  of  using  the  whole  page  for  a half  page  work, 
you  should  try  to  cut  and  save  lots  of  money." 

Another  student  feels  the  need  for  a more 
generalized  yearbook.  "I  would  like  to  see  a yearbook 
with  less  junk  about  sports  and  the  jocks  and  more  on 
the  everyday  student." 

And  one  student  expressed  a desire  for  a yearbook 
especially  for  the  '75-'7h  year  because  of  the  school's 
Diamond  Jubilee.

Poor  turn-out 
mars  election 
of  S.G.A.  reps

Less  than  l per  cent  of  the 
tfaVNme  xtiKTent  popurarron  turned 
out  to  elect  30  of  34  candidates  to 
Siudciu  Government  Association 
(SGA)  Senate  scats. 

Approximately  170  students 
voted,  according  to  Henry  Pillard. 
director  of  student  affairs.  This 
figure  contrasts  with  the  800 
students  who  turned  out  last  year. 

"We  experimented  this  year," 
stated  Pillard.  "In  previous  years 
we  handed  out  gift  packs  to  those 
students  who  voted.  This  year  we 


Pillard  added  that  no  comparison 
could  be  made  between  the  two 
figures  as  last,  year's  figure  was 
obtained  “on  the  strength  of  the 
gift  packs."

Editorially  speaking 

Once  again  the  democratic  process  of  public  elections  has 
been  defeated.  Defeated  by  its  old  foes,  apathy  and 
ignorance. 

Thirty  student  senators  to  represent  the  entire  student 
body  were  elected  by  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  electorate 
in  last  week's  student  government  elections.  The  present 
day-time  enrollment  at  Joliet  Junior  College  is  3.477  but  only 
170  students  voted. 

Many  reasons  for  the  defeat  can  be  suggested.  After  all,  a 
gift  package  containing  perfume,  deodorant,  etc.,  was  not 
given  out  - as  has  been  the  practice  in  previous  years  - as  a 
reward  to  those  students  who  took  the  time  to  vote  this  year. 

Another  reason  for  the  poor  turnout  is  that  the  elections 
are  held  early  in  the  semester  and  students  do  not  have  a 
chance  to  get  to  know  the  candidates  running  for  the  senate 
positions.  This  is  true,  but  as  the  system  presently  stands,  if 
elections  were  held  at  the  end  of  the  year  instead  of  the 
beginning,  students  would  still  not  be  informed. 

Obviously  there  is  something  wrong  with  the  system.  The 
students  need  to  be  given  a chance  to  see  and  hear  the 
candidates’  opinion  and  their  platforms  so  that  when 
elections  are  held  they  can  make  intelligent  choices. 

Student  Government  Association  (SGA)  does  make  some 
allowances  for  this.  All  interested  students  may  attend  SGA 
meetings  but  this  in  itself  is  not  enough.  On  a college 
campus  it  is  hard  to  schedule  a time  when  all  students  are 
free  so  mrjiy  students  who  would  like  to  attend  cannot. 

To  combat  this,  students  running  for  a public  office  should 
be  required  to  make  themselves  public.  Like  any  other 
politician  they  should  set  aside  a time  to  present  their  views 
to  the  students  and  be  available  for  questioning. 

Unless  something  of  this  nature  is  done,  SGA  elections 
will  continue  to  be,  as  one  SGA  member  phrased  it,  “merely 
a formality."

Forty  students,  representing 
seven  clubs  from  Joliet  Junior 
College  attended  the  1975  Leader- 
ship conference  on  Oct.  3.  4 and  5. 

Held  at  Williams  Bay,  Wis.,  on 
the  Campus  of  George  Williams 
College,  the  conference  was  a 
retreat  where  representatives  from 
JJC  clubs  got  together  to  exchange 
ideas  and  plans  for  the  new  school 
year. 

The  conference  main  goal 
according  to  Henry  Pillard,  director 
of  students  affairs,  was  to  help 
those  students  interested  in 
leadership  to  realize  the  qualities 
needed  in  a leader. 

According  to  several  students 
who  attended  the  conference,  its 
main  function  for  them  was  go  get 
the  club  leaders  together  and  for 


each  other  and  the  organizations 
represented. 

Everyone  who  went  to  the 
conference  had  a great  time,” 
stated  Patricia  Benson,  a sopho- 
more at  JJC  who  attended  the 
conference.

"The  sessions  were  very  help- 
ful," stated  Debra  Pickens,  JJC 
Freshman,  who  attended  the 
conference.

Wilma  Larkin,  JJC  sophomore, 
who  attended  the  conference 
summed  up  her  experience  at  the 
workshop  by  stating,  "I  feel  much 
wealthier  and  healthier  because  of 
my  experience  at  the  conference." 

Several  students  commented  on 
the  fact  that  all  the  faculty  in 
attendance  got  involved  and  were 
concerned  with  the  students. 

Students  also  expressed  that 
there  had  been  more  faculty  and 
club  represented. 

"From  the  type  of  leadership 
that  attended,"  stated  Harden, 
"JJC  will  profit  very  much  from  the 
experience." 

Everyone  who  attended  the 
conference  received  a certificate  in 
recognition  of  their  participation  in 
the  conference.

Editorially  speaking 

During  the  late  60’s  and  early  70’s,  Vietnam  protest  in 
the  forms  of  peace  marches,  sit  in’s  and  rallies  swept  college 
campuses.  Many  students,  after  watching  friends  being 
drafted  for  a meaningless  war  retaliated  by  rioting.  There 
was  a revolution  going  on.  Students  were  well  informed  and 
they  voiced  their  opinions  freely  and  because  of  this  they  had 
an  important  voice  in  how  the  country  was  runv 

Then  under  Nixon  the  war  sputtered  out  “with  honor” 
and  due  to  no  unifying  factor  the  movement  dwindled  down 
to  nothing.  Students  went  back  to  playing  frisbee  in  their 
free  hours  and  relative  peace  settled  back  over  the  nation. 

It  was  a much  needed  peace.  A time  for  re-evaluation 
and  for  new  goals  to  be  set.  But  that  peace  has  lengthened 
into  a period  of  general  non-involvement  and  apathy. 
Because  there  is  no  pressing  need  students  are  not  as 
informed  as  before  and  as  a result  can  not  make  the 
intelligent  decisions  needed  in  a democratic  society. 

Other  reasons  can  be  given  for  this  lack  of  interest. 
During  the  height  of  the  protest  there  was  a war  going  on. 
War  as  a rule  has  always  brought  prosperity  to  the  nation. 
People  were  better  off  financially  and  didn't  have  to  spend 
all  of  the  time  and  energy  making  a living. 

After  the  war,  though,  one  crisis  after  the  other  hit.  The 
Watergate  scandal,  the  energy  crisis  and  finally  the 
recession.  Students  were  simply  too  concerned  with  the 
economic  side  of  the  nation  to  worn  about  the  political  side. 

Many  of  these  problems  still  exist  and  probably  will  for 
some  time.  But  President  Ford  and  many  of  his  top  economic 
advisors  are  now  claiming  that  the  nation  is  on  its  way  back 
to  stability.  If  this  is  true  then  now  is  the  time  to  again  start 
to  concentrate  on  the  political  side  of  the  government.

The  Independent  Science  Study 
program  was  formalized  this  year.

The  Independent  Study  program 
in  self-paced.

According  to  Dr.  Zales,  not  many 
students  are  aware  of  the  program. 
He  went  on  to  say  that  the  program 
could  be  more  popular  if  a greater 
number  of  students  were  aware  of 
its  existence. 

Students  taking  the  program  can 
receive  one  to  four  credits  for  their 
project. 

When  a student  fills  out  an 
application  for  the  program,  he 
must  give  a project  description, 
describe  its  objectives,  when  it  will 
be  completed,  and  what  the 
student's  interest  is  in  the  subject. 

The  application  must  be 
approved  by  the  faculty  project 
advisor,  the  curriculum  advisor  of 
counselor,  and  by  the  department 
chairperson,  and  in  special  cases 
by  the  instructional  dean.

Wolves  win 

Taking  advantage  of  penalties  and  a blocked  punt,  the  JuCo  football 
Wolves  posted  a 21-14  victory  over  the  Kennedy-King  Statesmen  Oct.  10 
at  Joliet  Memorial  Stadium. 

Leading  7-0  on  a first  quarter  touchdown  by  Rich  Clifford  and  Mark 
Brown's  extra  point,  the  Wolves  offense  was  ineffective  the  majority  of 
the  first  half.  After  the  Statesmen  were  forced  to  punt  during  their  first 
possession  of  the  second  half,  JJC  quarterback  Joe  Parnell  attempted  to 
find  one  of  his  receivers  with  a pass  on  the  Wolves  first  play  from 
scrimmage.  Although  the  pass  fell  incomplete,  a defensive  interference 
penalty  gave  JuCo  the  ball  on  the  Kennedy-King  11  yard  line.  Larry 
Stanfield  rushed  for  two  yards,  Joe  Parnell  was  sacked  for  a two  yard  loss 
and  threw  unsuccessfully  before  he  rolled  right  and  found  fullback  Kevin 
Phalen  with  a touchdown  pass.  Brown's  second  kick  made  the  score  14-0. 

Later  in  the  third  quarter  it  was  the  Wolves  defense  that  picked  up 
the  scoring  impetus.  When  Ron  Garvick  blocked  a Statesman  punt,  an 
alert  Greg  Akin  caught  the  ball  and  was  escorted  into  the  end  zone  by  the 
defensive  line.  The  Wolves’  lead  after  the  extra  point  was  three  TDs. 

The  fourth  quarter  belonged  to  the  Statemen's  offense.  Their  first 
score,  set  up  by  an  intercepted  pass,  was  tallied  by  Alvin  Overstreet.  The 
Statesmen's  quarterback,  Charles  Walton,  scored  when  Overstreet,  who 
was  seemingly  stopped  for  no  gain,  pitched  the  ball  to  him.  Walton's  score 
and  the  two  point  conversion  put  the  Statesmen  within  seven  points  of  the 
Wolves. 

Kennedy-King  threatened  again  late  in  the  game.  The  Statesmen’s 
drive,  which  started  at  their  own  five  yard  line,  was  halted  when  they  were 
unable  to  convert  on  a fourth  down  situation.  Unable  to  put  together  an 
offensive  drive  the  Wolves  were  forced  to  punt.  Mike  Romano's  punt  was 
blocked  and  it  was  Kennedy-King’s  ball  deep  in  JJC  territory  with  less 
than  a minute  to  play.  The  Wolves'  defense  rose  to  the  occasion  and  drove 
their  opponents  from  the  eight  yard  line  to  the  25  yard  line  as  time 
expired. 


Money  available  for  radio  station? 


JJC  freshman  Ray  Protich  wants 
to  have  a radio  station  on  the 
community  college  campus. 

But  questions  have  been  raised 
about  financing. 

Joliet  Junior  College  admini- 
stration has  stated  that  there  is  no 
way  they  could  fit  a radio  station 
into  the  budget  this  year. 

But  there  is  some  money 
available  from  an  outside  source, 
according  to  Protich.  "After  much 


research,  I have  found  three 
organizations  that  would  help 
finance  an  educational  radio  station 
at  JJC.  One  of  these  organizations, 
the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare,  would  go 
as  far  as  paying  75  per  cent  of  the 
bill!" 

In  an  interview  with  JJC 
President  Dr.  Harold  McAninch, 
the  impossibility  of  fitting  a radio 


station  into  this  year's  budget  was 
stressed.  McAninch  said,  “The 
budget  for  this  year  has  been 
made,  and  there  is  no  possible  way 
a campus  radio  station  could  fit  in. 
The  community  college  board  must 
also  agree  that  a campus  radio 
station  would  be  of  any  educational 
value.  There  needs  to  be  more 
research  done  on  the  financial 
upkeep  of  a radio  station  on 
campus.  Also  on  what  faculty 


members  would  be  willing  to 
sponsor  the  station." 

The  administration  must  act 
quickly  on  whether  or  not  it  is  at  all 
possible  for  a radio  station  this 
year.  Protich  said,  "There  is  only 
one  FM  frequency  left  on  which  the 
junior  college  could  broadcast.  If 
we  do  not  act  fast,  this  frequency 
could  be  snatched  up  by  someone 


In  the  last  week’s  College 
Casuals,  Protich  had  a survey 
attached  to  allow  the  student  body 
to  voice  its  opinion  about  the  radio 
station  idea.  Out  of  the  700  surveys 
returned,  only  four  people  were 
against  the  idea;  300  students  said 
they  would  volunteer  their  help  in 
building  the  station  or  working 
there.

Bauer  turns  professional 


Phil  Bauer 


An  18th  birthday  is  usually  a 
time  to  dream  of  the  future.  For 
Phil  Bauer,  a JJC  student,  his  18th 
birthday  marked  the  end  of  dreams 
and  the  beginning  of  reality.  On 
June  19,  Phil  signed  a contract  with 
the  Chicago  White  Sox  and  three 
days  later  left  for  Sarasota,  Fla.  to 
begin  a summer  of  baseball  on  the 
White  Sox  farm  team. 

It  was  a summer  of  baseball  for 
Phil.  Up  at  8 every  morning  (even 
Sunday  is  not  considered  a day  of 
rest  for  rookies),  Phil  would  walk 
the  one  and  a half  miles  to  the  ball 
park  for  practice  from  10  a.m.  to 
12:30  p.m.  He  relaxed  until  5, 
when  he  had  to  report  back  to  the 
park  for  practice  and  a game  at 
7:30,  against  other  farm  teams. 
"Yes,  it  did  get  boring,"  Phil 
commented  a bit  ruefully.  “Fifty- 
£our  games  were  scheduled  from 
June  27  until  Aug.  29.  One  day  the 
coaches  told  us  we  had  a day  off. 
We  didn't  play  a game  that  night, 
but  we  still  had  to  show  for 
practice.  The  was  the  one  break  in 
routine." 

For  the  first  month,  Phil  played 
shortstop.  Later  he  was  moved  to 
second  base.  "I  really  prefer 
second  base,  it's  an  easier  throw.  A 
shortstop  has  a lot  of  responsibility. 
He's  like  the  captain  of  the  team, 
he  has  to  tell  the  other  fielders 
where  to  stand,  what  to  do.  Yes. 
second  base  is  much  easier." 

Batting  did  cause  some  dis- 
appointments. "1  just  didn't  feel  as 
though  I was  hitting  as  well  as  I 


Golfers  take  second 


The  JJC  golf  team  qualified  for  the  state 
tournament  after  placing  second  in  the  sectional 
tournament  Oct.  14. 

This  is  the  second  time  the  team  has  finished 
second  and  also  the  second  year  “Whitey"  Anderson 
has  been  the  leading  scorer.

At  the  Lake  County  Tournament,  Oct.  6,  Doug 
Behrans  was  tenth  as  an  individual  with  a score  of  75. 
The  team  finished  fifth. 

Three  golfers  have  made  four  eagles  in  this  year's 
season:  an  eagle  being  a score  of  two  under  par  on  any 
hole.  Dick  Hunckler  has  two  eagles,  and  Whitey 
Anderson  and  Jack  Merriman  have  one.

could.  I didn't  feel  too  good  about 
it." 

Of  course  there  was  pressure  to 
perform  well.  "I  was  scared.  1 was 
up  against  some  of  the  best  players 
in  the  country  and  I was  asking 
myself,  ‘What  the  heck  am  1 doing 
here?'  But  after  awhile  you  realized 
that  everyone  was  in  the  same 
boat.  When  you  realized  this  you 
quit  worrying  about  your  perfor- 
mance so  much.” 

A summer  with  such  emphasis 
would  undoubtedly  be  quite  a 
learning  experience.  Suprisingly, 
Phil  felt  he  really  didn't  learn  that 
much  about  baseball.  Arriving  in 
Sarasota,  Phil  was  faced  with  the 
responsibility  of  seeking  shelter, 
buying  food  and  performing  the 
numerous  other  chores  required 
when  living  alone.  "Now  around 
the  house  I’ll  ask  my  mom  if  she 
needs  the  dishes  washed  or  the 
floor  swept.  I feel  like  a real  pro  in 
those  areas."  About  baseball  he 
comments,  "I  really  don't  think  1 
learned  that  much  more.” 

In  hopes  of  an  improved  record, 
the  White  Sox  have  been  practicing 
Sylva  Mind  Control.  When  Phil  was 
questioned  on  this  he  appeared 
puzzled  and  then  replied,  "Well  I 
guess  it’s  not  working  for  them,  is 
it?"  The  farm  teams  have  not  been 
introduced  to  the  power  of  positive 
thinking  in  order  to  win  games. 

No  drastic  changes  arc  expected 
as  a result  of  the  recent  sale  of  the 
White  Sox  to  Bill  Veeck.  Phil 
expects  some  of  the  coaches  to  be 
changed,  but  that’s  about  it. 


Taking  it  easy  since  he  arrived 
home  on  Aug.  29,  Phil  plans  to  pick 
up  activity  next  month.  Weight 
lifting  is  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
two  months  and  in  January, 
baseball  activities  begin.  In  March 
he  departs  for  Appleton,  Wis., 
where  he  will  play  on  the  Sox  Class 
A team.  From  there  he  hopes  to  go 
on  to  Gass  AA,  Gass  AAA  and 
then  to  the  majors. 

A big  step  has  been  taken  from 
the  days  Phil  began  playing 
baseball  for  Rival  Park's  Little 
League.  But  the  transition,  of 
course,  has  been  gradual.  He 
continued  in  baseball,  playing  for 
Ingall  Park's  Pony  and  Colt 
Leagues.  His  high  school  career  in 
sports  was  not  limited  to  baseball. 
He  was  also  on  Joliet  Central’s 
basketball  and  football  teams  and 
was  consistently  named  to  the 
all-area  teams.  His  senior  year  he 
was  named  All-State  quarterback 
and  was  also  a pitcher  for  the  state 
ranked  baseball  team. 


Docs  Phil  feel  he  has  made  the 
right  choice?  "I  do.  A kid  will  know 
in  three  or  four  years  if  he  is  good 
enough  to  make  the  big  leagues. 
I'm  still  young  enough  to  adjust, 
where  the  kid  who  went  to  college 
for  four  years  is  set  in  his  ways  and 
may  find  it  difficult  to  change  his 
baseball  habits.  If  1 don't  make  it  in 
three  or  four  years  I'll  still  be 
young  enough  to  finish  school. 
Right  now  it  looks  like  the  best  road 
because  I'm  getting  my  college 
degree  and  getting  paid."

JJC  golfers  win

The  JJC  golf  team  won  first  place  in  the  Illinois  State  Golf  Tournament, 
Oct.  24  and  25  at  the  Wedgcwood  Golf  course.  The  team  won  the 
tournament  with  a two-stroke  lead  and  a team  average  of  318  on  the  first 
day  and  a 319  on  the  second. 

Harper  placed  second  and  Lake  County  finished  third.  DuPage  tied  for 
fourth  in  the  tournament. 

Twelve  teams  and  about  a dozen  individuals  qualified  for  the 
tournament  this  year.  Other  qualifying  teams  were  Thornton,  Illinois 
Central,  Illinois  Valley,  Sauk  Valley,  Lincoln  Land,  Lincoln  Trail,  Danville, 
and  John  Logan. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  JJC  has  hosted  the  event.  The  team  is  now 
qualified  to  go  the  national  tournament  to  be  held  June  6 to  12,  1976,  in 
Galveston,  Tex. 

The  golfer's  overall  scores  for  the  tournament  were:  Jack  Merriman, 
154,  2nd  as  an  individual;  Tony  Gerl,  158,  5th  as  an  individual;  Dwight 
Anderson.  160,  13th  as  an  individual;  Doug  Behrans,  167,  35th  as  an 
individual;  and  Dick  Hunckler,  169,  41st  as  an  individual. 

In  the  past  years,  JJC  ranked  11th  in  '68,  2nd  in  '69,  5th  in  '70,  10th  in 
'71.  5th  in  '72.  8th  in  '73.  and  5th  in  '74. 

In  this  year’s  tournament  play,  the  team  was  first  in  the  Danville 
Tournament,  first  in  the  Conference  Tournament,  third  in  the  JJC 
Invitational,  6th  at  the  Lake  County  Invitational.  5th  at  Lincoln  Land 
Invitational,  and  8th  at  the  Lincoln  Trail  Invitational. 

Gilbert  Bell,  coach,  said.  “I  am  very  happy  for  the  young  men  for  doing 
so  well  in  the  tournament.  Comments  that  1 heard  at  the  tournament  from 
other  coaches  throughout  the  state  about  JJC's  play  were  good.  1 think  we 
had  a group  of  fine  gentlemen  this  year." 

JJC  also  hosted  the  pre-tournament  banquet.  Oct.  23.  Approximately  75 
people  gathered  in  the  cafeteria  for  the  banquet.  Gilbert  Bell  explained,

College  Park  Dropouts  get  help 


showing 
model  houses

The  College  Park  Planned  Unit 
Development  (PUD),  had  its 
pre-opening  showing  of  the  new 
houses  on  Houbolt  Road,  across 
from  JJC.  last  weekend.  The 
houses  are  the  first  of  some  600 
single-family  units  and  300  town- 
houses  planned. 

The  first  phase  of  development 
by  U.S.  Shelter  Inc.  of  Hinsdale, 
will  include  123  single-family 
homes  with  seven  streets  and  two 
acres  of  dedicated  open  space. 

Plans  for  this  development  call 
for  a 158-acre  development  at  the 
site  with  600  single-family  units 
and  300  more  single-family  town- 
houses.  The  developers  also 
proposed  a bicycle  path  system, 
park  system,  a school,  and  a small, 
five-acre  shopping  center. 

According  to  Edmund  H. 
Sorenson,  president  of  U.S.  Shelter 
Inc.  of  Hinsdale,  the  houses  were 
not  built  specifically  for  the 
students  at  JJC.  "The  Joliet 
market  was  open  for  new  homes  in 
this  area,"  stated  Sorenson,  "So 
we  decided  to  build." 

Thirty  homes  arc  planned  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  this  year, 
according  to  Sorenson. 


The  Early  Leavers'  Project  is 
continuing  its  second  year  as  JJC's 
special  service  to  students  who  left 
high  school  before  receiving  their 
diploma. 

The  Early  Leavers'  Project  helps 
students  prepare  for  the  career  of 
their  choice.  They  receive  assis- 
tance in  obtaining  their  high  school 
diploma  and  in  choosing  among  the 
different  career  areas  available  at 
the  junior  college. 

Most  of  these  students  will  be 
employed  while  enrolled  in  classes 
at  the  college.  The  Early  Leavers' 
Project  will  encourage  employers  to 
cooperate  in  the  scheduling  and 
training  of  participating  students. 
Early  Leavers  may  also  receive 
assistance  in  finding  a job. 


The  college’s  admissions  policy 
makes  it  possible  for  students  to 
enroll  in  courses  whether  or  not 
they  have  completed  their  secon- 
dary education.  It  is  difficult  to 
estimate  the  total  number  of 
students,  particularly  part-time, 
who  arc  enrolled  at  the  college  but 
arc  without  their  high  school 
diploma  or  equivalent.  These 
students  could  be  receiving  special 
assistance  from  the  Early  Leavers' 
Project  if  they  were  aware  of  its 
existence.

Each  year  10,000  people  go 
through  the  planetarium  at  JJC  to 
sec  over  200  shows,  according  to 
Douglas  Graham,  planetarium 
director.

Shows  are  scheduled  at  night  for 
the  public.  Private  groups  of  30 
people  or  more  can  make 
appointments  for  programs,  free  of 
charge,  by  contacting  Graham  at 
extension  210. 

Shows  are  given  for  different  age 
groups.  Young  children  arc  shown 
movements  of  the  sky.  Ancient 
myths  arc  also  shown  as  sky 
stories. 

Other  shows  given  for  children 
are  Indian  stories.  One  story  shown 
is  the  ancient  Indian  belief  that  a 
bear  appears  in  the  sky  to  be 
hunted  and  killed,  then  reborn  the 
following  year 

High  school  students  find  the 
zodiac  an  interesting  subject,  said 
Graham.  The  students  arc  shown 
the  early  beliefs  of  the  ancients  in 
the  zodiac,  and  different  zodical 
patterns  in  the  sky. 

Other  programs  open  to  the 
public  feature  the  life  of  (he  sun 
and  the  changes  it  goes  through.

Last  year  was  the  first  year  for 
girl's  intercollegiate  sports  at  JJC. 
They  consisted  of  volleyball  in  the 
fall,  basketball  in  the  winter,  and 
tennis  in  the  spring. 

The  1975  schedule  for  women's 
athletics  is  tennis  and  volleyball  in 
the  fall,  and  basketball  this  winter. 

The  basketball  schedule  for 
practices  is  not  definite  because  a 
sponsor  has  not  been  decided 
upon.  It  is  hoped  the  sport  will  get 
under  way  the  first  part  of 
November. 

Other  sports  women  might  be 
able  to  participate  include  softball 
and  track  and  field.  "These  both 
arc  just  possibilities."  stated  Ken 
Parker,  athletic  director.  If  JJC 
women  participate  in  track  and 
field.  "JJC  would  be  the  only 


junior  college  in  the  state 
participating  in  track  and  field," 
Parker  commented. 

There  are  two  sets  of  rules 
concerning  eligibility  for  women's 
sports,  and  it  has  not  been  decided 
upon  what  organization  JJC  will 
follow.  The  two  organizations 
whose  rules  arc  being  considered 
arc  the  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  (NJCAA).  and 
the  Association  for  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  for  Women  (AIAW). 

Girl's  participating  in  sports  arc 
honored  on  Nov.  19  with  an 
award's  banquet.  Other  banquets 
arc  held  throughout  the  year  in  the 
fall,  winter  and  spring.  The  fall  and 
winter  banquets  arc  held  in  the  JJC 
cafeteria  while  the  spring  banquet 
is  held  off  campus.

Cuts  result 


in  job

Joliet  Junior  College,  in  the  wake 
of  increased  enrollment,  is  facing 
financial  problems  because  of  cuts 

President  Harold  McAninch  said 
that  JJC  stands  to  run  into  money 
problems  if  State  aid  remains  cut. 
The  main  problem,  according  to 
McAninch.  is  that  the  cut  came  at  a 
time  of  increased  enrollment. 
There  is  not  enough  money  to  go 
around. 

"I  hope."  said  McAninch.  "that 
there  will  be  no  deficits  in  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  budget.  But  there 
will  be  unless  the  legislature 
appropriates  additional  money." 

JJC  students  will  soon  feel  the 
results  of  the  educational  cuts  in 
the  form  of  a S2  per  credit  hour 
tuition  increase  starting  Jan.  I. 
This  means  a S30  increase  for  the 
average  student  carrying  a load  of 
15  credit  hours.

In  addition  to  the  tuition 
increase.  McAninch  said,  a freeze 
is  in  effect  on  creating  new  clerical, 
counselors,  or  teaching  positions. 

Despite  override  efforts  by  some, 
including  Chicago  Mayor  Richard 
Daley.  Gov.  Daniel  Walker's  cuts 
in  school  spending  still  stand  as  of 
early  this  week. 

Walker  cuts  from  the  original 
SI. 9 billion  state  school  budget 
include  S8I  million  in  direct  school 
aid  almost  S50  million  in  grants  for 
special  school  programs. 

Walker  originally  approved  a 
SI9.20  reimbursement  for  occupa- 
tional students.  SI8  for  those  in 
occupational  general  studies  and 
SI 7.61  for  those  in  general  studies. 
Now.  due  to  budget  cuts,  the  SI920 
could  drop  to  SI6  and  the  level  of 
reimbursement  would  be  reduced 
for  the  other  categories  also. 

Additional  monies  could  come 
from  a bill  introduced  in  the  stale 
legislature  by  the  Illinois  Con\mun: 
ity  College  Trustee's  Association.

Each  student  at  JJC  pays  $1  per 
credit  hour  as  a student  service  fee. 
This  fee  is  included  when  the 
tuition  fee  is  totaled.  A full-time 
student  may  pay  no  more  than  SI3 
per  semester  for  the  service  fee. 

The  money  collected  is  then 
distributed  to  all  of  the  school- 
sponsored  clubs  and  organizations 
through  the  Student  Government 
Association  and  the  dean  of  student 
personnel  services. 

This  year,  if  one  pays  the 
maximum  of  SI3,  the  money  would 
be  distributed  as  follows:

Shield  1. 17 

Wordcatcr  .26 

Blazer  .91 

Clubs  .78 

Student  government  2.99 

Community  symphony  .13 

Dramatics  1.04 

Forensics  .26 


These  figures  arc  based  on  the 
percentages  found  in  the  1975-76 
Student  Handbook. 

Each  spring,  all  of  the  funded 
groups  must  submit  a budget  of 
anticipated  expenses  for  the  next 
school  year.  These  budgets  arc 
reviewed  by  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Finance  Committee  and 
Walter  Zaida.  dean  of  student 
personnel  services. 


After  the  budgets  have  been 
reviewed,  the  finance  committee 
and  Zaida  make  their  respective 
recommendations  concerning  the 
amount  of  money  asked  for  in  each 
budget. 

Zaida's  office,  using  enrollment 
projections  as  a basis,  project  an 
amount  that  will  hopefully  be  close 
to  the  amount  of  money  actually 


received  for  the  following  year. 

Finally,  the  budget  is  trimmed, 
added  to.  and  worked  with  to  get 
the  figures  to  balance.

Pet  care  talk  planned 

T.L.C.  (Tender  Loving  Care)  for  animals  is  the  theme  of  a presentation 
by  Rena  Taylor  Jan.  12  from  10  a.m.  to  3 p.m.  in  D-mall. 

Featured  is  a movie  entitled  "Animals  Are  Crying."  A short  talk  will 
follow  the  film  and  pamphlets  will  be  distributed  according  to  Mrs.  Taylor, 
a representative  of  the  T.L.C.  Animal  Shelter. 

The  talk  will  concentrate  on  animal  problems  within  this  area  such  as 
over  population  of  pets,  county,  city  and  township  programs  as  they  exist 
now,  county  objectives  for  animal  control  programs  and  solutions  for  the 
problems. 

"The  movie."  Mrs.  Taylor  said,  "basically  shows  what  happens  when 
you  have  an  over  population  of  pets.  It  also  shows  responsible  pet 
ownership  and  what  a shelter  docs.” 

Dennis  Carter,  past  manager  at  the  Hinsdale  Animal  Shelter,  manages 
the  two-year  old  T.L.C.  shelter. 

"At  first  things  were  very  slow  because  people  didn't  know  we  were  in 
the  area,"  Mrs.  Taylor  commented.  "But.  as  of  this  date  our  adoptions 
have  tripled  from  one  year  ago.  We  now  have  problems  keeping  the  cages 
filled."  she  said. 

The  basic  functions  of  the  shelter  include  taking  in  stray,  unwanted 
animals  and  finding  homes  for  them.  The  shelter  also  helps  owners  house 
break  and  train  their  pets,  and  gives  courses  in  over  population  and 
furthering  legislation  concerning  animals. 

Mrs.  Taylor  stressed  that  appointments  should  be  made  before  bringing 
in  animals,  since  the  shelter  has  a limited  amount  of  cages.

Letter  To  The  Editor. 

Eventually,  every  school  comes 
to  the  point  of  total  apathy.  And 
right  now.  it  is  JJC's  turn.  The  lack 
of  student  interest  here  is  at  an  all 
time  high.  Let  me  give  an  example 
of  this  to  show  what  1 mean. 

The  Halloween  dance  on  Oct.  31 
was  a complete  disappointment. 
Many  hours  of  hard  work  were  put 
into  the  preparations  for  this 
dance.  Arrangements  were  made, 
a band  was  brought  in  from  the 
west  coast  and  refreshments  were 
served,  free  of  charge.  Yet.  there 
were  only  20  students  and  one 
administrator  that  showed  up.  This 
tells  me  something  about  a school 
of  this  size  and  student  population. 

When  things  like  this  happen,  it 
makes  me  wonder  what  it  takes  to 
gel  the  students  involved  in  school 
activities.  Do  students  give  a damn 
at  all?  Aren't  the  events  scheduled 
good  enough? 

The  SGA  has  tried  to  bring  to  the 
school  the  kind  of  things  that  they 
think  students  would  like  to  attend. 
But  how  can  the  SGA  know 
whether  or  not  students  enjoy  these 
events  if  they  don't  show  up  for 
them? 

The  faculty  and  administration 
as  well  as  the  students  have  shown 
their  apathy.  If  you  will  recall,  in 
the  Oct.  3i  issue  of  the  Blazer, 
there  was  a letter  to  the  editor 
concerning  the  teacher  involve- 
ment in  Homecoming.  The  letter 
stated  that  only  four  of  the  faculty 
participated  in  the  events  that  were 
planned.  If  that's  all  the  participa- 
tion that  we  arc  getting  from  the 
teachers  and  administration,  then 
it's  no  great  wonder  that  the 
students  don't  care  either. 

If  students  would  just  look

gfflao  Music  students’ 
fee  cost  goes  up 


JJC  President  Dr.  Harold  McAnlnch  answered  the  questions  posed  by 
students  during  the  president's  open  forum  held  last  Thursday. 

Air  waves  remain  clear 

There  will  be  no  radio  station  this  year  at  JuCo,  but  an  alternative  plan 
is  available.  College  President  Dr.  Harold  McAninch  said  at  his  monthly 
open  forum  Nov.  6. 

One  of  the  main  topics  for  discussion  was  the  possibility  of  a radio 
station  on  campus.  Dr.  McAninch  said  that  a radio  station  is  not  included 
in  the  budget  this  year  and  considering  the  college's  present  financial 
situation,  he  would  not  recommend  it  to  the  board.  He  added  that  the 
installment  of  the  radio  station  would  present  funding  problems  this  year 
as  well  as  future  commitments  and  the  requirement  of  state  approval. 

President  McAninch  also  pointed  out  that  most  college  radio  stations  do 
not  receive  much  listencrship  and  advised  that  the  utilization  of  the  school 
intercom  would  be  a more  practical  solution  of  communication  on  campus. 

The  radio  station  was  not  the  only  discussion  topic.  An  SGA  member 
expressed  her  disappointment  that  few  faculty  members  attended  the 
homecoming  dance  and  asked  the  president  for  suggestions  to  encourage 
their  participation  in  future  campus  events.  Dr.  McAninch  advised  that 
the  students  consult  a representative  of  the  teachers  to  find  out  what  types 
of  activities  would  be  of  interest  to  them.  The  president  indicated  that  he 
was  certain  that  the  students'  concern  would  initiate  more  teacher 
involvement. 

One  student  asked  if  the  student  representative  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  could  vote  on  various  issues  presented  to  the  board.  John  Blascr, 
student  representative,  answered  that  he  could  vote  on  all  issues 
excluding  those  dealing  with  money  (bonds).  Dr.  McAninch  explained 
that  the  student  representative  could  not  vote  or  motion  on  such  issues 
because  the  student  representative  is  not  an  elected  official  at  large.  A 
reference  was  made  to  the  situation  existing  at  Elgin  Community  College, 
where  the  student  representative  to  the  board  is  not  allowed  to  sit  in  on 
executive  board  meetings.  John  Blaser  said  that  he  is  allowed  this 
privilcdge.  He  added  that  he  has  received  warm  response  and  "very  fine" 
treatment  from  the  trustees  of  the  board  and  has  thus  lcamod  * B'01' 
by  serving  as  student  representative. 

The  president  was  asked  if  there  was  a possibility  of  adding  a study  hall. 
Dr.  McAninch  said  there  was  not.  due  to  a lack  of  space  at  JJC  and 
suggested  that  individual  students  check  into  vacant  classrooms  as  a 
prospective  "study  hall.” 

A question  regarding  the  high  prices  of  food  in  the  cafeteria  was  raised. 
The  president  explained  that  due  to  labor  costs  and  the  benefits  provided 
to  workers  (with  the  exception  of  the  culinary  arts  students),  the  prices 
cannot  be  lowered  because  the  cafeteria  must  break  even. 

Dr.  McAninch  pointed  out  that  the  cafeteria  cannot  compete  with  food 
chains  such  as  Burger  King  and  McDonald's  which  specialize  in  one 
particular  food.  He  added  that  any  profit  made  by  the  cafeteria  is  applied 
to  student  scholarships. 

The  president  was  asked  if  anything  could  be  done  regarding  the  noise 
level  in  the  library.  Dr.  McAninch  said  that  his  objective  for  the  library  is 
to  achieve  a balance  between  too  much  noise  and  an  area  so  restrictive 
that  would  discourage  students  from  using  the  facility.  Dr.  McAninch  said 
the  noise  could  be  controlled. 

Asked  if  the  present  gymnasium  is  intended  to  be  a permanent  one.  Dr. 
McAninch  answered  that  at  the  time  of  its  construction,  the  gym  was 
designated  as  a girl's  gymnasium.  Because  the  state  no  longer  requires 
students  to  take  P.E..  the  college  will  not  receive  funding  from  the  state 
for  a new  gymnasium.  The  president  said  it  would  be  a long  time  before 
the  college  received  funding  for  a new  gymnasium.  He  commended  the 
members  of  the  P.E.  department  for  their  efforts  in  stabilizing  a sizable 
voluntary  enrollment. 


Music  students  taking  applied 
courses  can  expect  a new  fee  next 
semester  which  was  approved  by 
the  board  of  trustees  Monday 

Students  taking  applied  music 
courses  120  through  125  will  now 
have  to  pay  an  additional  S15  fee 
per  credit  hour.  They  are  all  two 
credit  courses  so  the  increase  will 
be  S30  per  course. 

Recommended  by-  Dr.  Hal 
Dellinger,  chairman  of  the  music 
department,  the  increase  will  help 
compensate  the  school  for  the 


costly  private  lessons.  According  to 
college  officials,  each  applied 
course  costs  the  school  S500  for  a 
teacher’s  salary  per  student. 

The  increase  will  bring  the  total 
enrollment  fee  to  S54  per  credit 
course,  because  tuition  at  S12  per 
credit  hour  would  be  S24. 

Several  other  topics  were 
reviewed  at  the  meeting. 

Sue  Taylor,  president  of  the 
clerical  union,  read  a prepared 
statement  on  the  status  of  contract 
negotiations  between  the  union  and 
the  board. 


Some  clerical  workers,  according 
to  Taylor,  make  S80  net  pay 
weekly.  That,  commented  Taylor  is 
“hard  to  live  on." 

Taylor  also  stressed  that  the 
union  had  offered  a proposal,  but 
no  counter  proposal  has  been 
offered  by  the  board  yet. 

McAninch  commented  that  the 
negotiations  were  "progressing 
rather  well,”  toward  the  point  of 
reaching  an  agreement. 

Naming  the  JJC  gymnasium  was 
another  topic  discussed. 
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Walker  funding  reduction 
fought  by  student  lobbyists 


SPR1NGFIELD--The  Association 
of  Illinois  Student  Governments 
(AISG)  is  co-ordinating  a lobbying 
effort  to  override  Gov.  Daniel 
Walker's  community  college 
funding  reduction,  according  to 
Mary  Brady.  AISG  executive 
director.  "This  is  just  one  part  of 
our  overall  attack  on  tuition 
increases,”  she  said. 

Student  lobbyists  from  Western 
Illinois  University  and  Belleville 
Area  College  spoke  with  about  25 
state  senators  on  Monday,  with 
some  encouraging  results,  ac- 
cording to  Brady.  "We  know  that 
the  state  is  suffering  financially," 
she  said,  "but  we  feel  that 
community  college  funding  is  a top 
priority  issue.  Gov.  Walker  has 
repeatedly  said  that  he  does  not 
favor  higher  education  tuition 
increases  for  this  academic  year. 
Yet  nine  community  colleges  have 
already  increased  tuitions  for  this 
year  and  four  or  five  more  are 
expected  to  do  so  by  spring.' 

Although  several  senators 
expressed  enthusiasm  over  the 
AISG  efforts,  the  group  was 
disappointed  by  the  response  of 


Senator  Terry  Bruce  (D-Olnev). 
who  is  the  principle  sponsor  of  the 
community  college  appropriation, 
“Senator  Bruce  made  it  clear  that 

te„teon”il  fit 

unless  someone  else  lines  up  the 
support  for  him,”  said  Brady.  "We 
are  disappointed  in  his  attitude,  for 
we  have  long  thought  of  Sen.  Bruce 
as  a strong  education  advocate.  We 
hope  to  develop  enough  support  to 
convince  him  to  help  us  win  an 
override  - for  supplemental 
appropriations  in  the  spring  won  t 
come  soon  enough  to  prevent 
tuition  increases  this  year." 


Brady  said  that  about  20 
student  lobbyists  from  AISG 
member  school  will  travel  to

Editorially  speaking 

It  seems  that  money  and  politics  are  not  the  only  things  controversial 

Monday’s  board  of  trustees  meeting  brought  up  another  controversial 
and  sticky  question:  What  to  name  the  various  buildings  at  JJC. 

A committee,  chaired  by  A.  A.  "Fizz"  Wills,  was  appointed  in  the 
past  to  look  into  the  matter,  but  a progress  report  was  never  given.  It 
seems  that  everyone  wanted  to  get  in  on  the. act.  According  to  sources, 
suggestions  ranging  from  naming  the  buildings  after  birds  to  naming 
them  after  civic  groups  were  given  from  all  sides. 

It  was  William  Sparlin,  a one  time  JJC  basketball  player,  who  dared 
to  bring  up  the  subject  again.  He  appeared  before  the  board  to 
recommend  that  the  gym  be  named  after  A.  A.  “Fizz"  Wills,  one  time 
basketball  coach,  presently  serving  on  the  board. 

The  suggestion  was  bandied  about  and  finally  led  JJC  board  member 
Robert  Kiep  to  suggest  that  a committee  be  set  up  to  name  the  buildings. 
Kiep  also  suggested,  somewhat  jokingly,  a name  the  buildings  contest. 
Finally  Dr.  F.  Wayne  Graham,  also  a board  member,  was  asked  to  head  a 
committee  to  name  the  buildings. 

All  this  took  up  considerable  board  time.  Time  which  could  have  been 
spent  discussing  something  of  more  importance.  Although  the  naming  of 
JJC's  buildings  is  something  that  needs  to  be  done,  it  is  not  something 
that  should  burden  the  board. 

Other  groups  such  as  the  Student  Government  could  handle  the 
subject  better.  They  could  in  connection  with  the  students  run  a name  the 
buildings  contest  much  easier. 

Some  board  input  would  of  course  be  needed  but  if  the  student 
government  would  handle  the  problem  then  the  board  could  deal  with  the 
more  important  aspects  of  JJC.

Some  of  the  responsibilities  I feel 
toward  the  position  are  that  I 
represent  the  students  at  large,  not 
a segment  or  group  of  the  student 
population. 

The  only  problem  with  this  is 
that  a lot  of  the  students  are 
apathetic  about  what  happens  at 
the  board  level  of  the  school 
system.  It  is  hard  sometimes  to  get 
feedback  from  students  because  a 
lot  of  them  either  don't  have  time 
or  they  lack  the  interest. 

Even  thourh  the  student  trustee 
is  elected  for  only  one  year,  the 
student  tru^ee  is  a position  for  all 
the  students.  I wish  that  people 
would  become  more  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  student  trustee  is  at 
work  for  the  students,  but  again 
when  students  are  apathetic  it  is 
hard  for  the  trustee  to  voice  a clear 
opinion  or  vote,  since  he  does  not 
always  receive  the  feedback 
needed  for  input  at  the  board  level. 

The  job  of  the  student  trustee  is 
an  elected  position.  A vote  is  taken 
during  the  months  of  April  and 
May.  It  is  designed  so  that  persons 
attending  JJC  with  a one  hour  class 
or  more  arc  eligible  to  vote.  After 
the  election  is  tallied,  one  name  is 
announced. 

The  responsibilities  of  a student 
trustee  are  many  and  varied.  He  is 
treated  as  an  equal  except  that  the 
student  docs  not  have  a full  vote  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  board.  It 
is  allowed  that  the  trustee  has  a 
vote  in  advisory  capacity  only.  The 
advisory  vote  is  a wise  move  on  the 
part  of  the  other  board  members 
because  it  does  show  that  the 
student  trustee  can  be  responsible, 
given  a chance  to  do  so. 

Another  job  that  the  student 
trustee  has  is  to  act  as  a liason 
between  the  administration,  the 
board  and  the  students. 

Students  have  an  absolute  right 
to  be  made  aware  of  policies  that 
are  set  down  by  the  board.  If  they 
do  not,  they  could  feel  alienated 


about  the  policies  of  the  board. 

The  trustee  is  also  responsible  to 
the  community  as  a whole  because 
he  is  an  example  of  the  student 
body  at  large.  He  is  a person  who 
should  be  able  to  relate  to  groups, 
no  matter  what  kind  of  group  it  may 
be. 

The  trusteeship  also  shows  that 
the  student  can  take  a responsible 
role  in  the  activities  of  the  college. 

As  you  can  see,  the  student 
trusteeship  is  a position  of  many 
jobs.  Many  of  his  jobs  may  be  of  a 
varied  nature,  but  his  main  concern 
is  for  the  student  body.

"I  think  the  student  govern- 
ment's main  objective  is  to 
establish  a flowing  line  of 
communication  between  students, 
faculty  and  the  administration." 
stated  Harlene  Harden,  president 
of  the  Student  Government 
Association  (SGA). 

Harlene  enjoys  working  with 
people,  and  this  was  a reason  for 
becoming  involved  in  SGA.  "I  like 
people.  I felt  that  maybe  from  past 
experience  dealing  with  people, 
and  being  a student,  maybe  I could 
help  or  encourage  others  to 
participate  and  the  only  way 
effectively  would  be  to  run  for 
office." 

"We  (SGA)  don't  try  to  drum  up 
things  without  considering  the 
other  students  because  the  stu- 
dents make  the  institution.  We  are 
a voice  and  we  can  be  a very 
powerful  voice  to  the  admin- 
istration," Harden  said. 

The  SGA  is  concerned  with 
governing  activities  and  various 
other  things  on  campus  pertaining 
to  students.  The  SGA  is  like  a 
"liaison”  between  students 
according  to  Harlene. 

Student  participation  in  SGA  was 
a concern  of  Harlene's.  "This  year 
I feel  that  with  the  number  of  clubs 
we  have  at  JJC,  we  don’t  have 
100  per  cent  club  participation.  But 
clubs  are  interested  and  we  are 
trying  to  build  up  enthusiasm  for 
the  student  government.”  She 
suggested,  "1  would  like  to  see 
more  of  the  students  here  on 
campus  getting  involved  with 
what's  happening  more.

Harlene  will  be  working 
with  the  juveniles  with  audio-visual 
equipment,  setting  up  role  playing 
scenes  and  working  with  their 
attitudes.  Harlene  said,  "1  am 
going  to  be  trying  to  set  up  a 
preparole  program."  Explaining 
this  further,  she  continued,  "When 


these  kids  come  up  for  parole  and 
go  before  the  board,  because  of 
their  attitudes  and  personal 
appearances,  it  can  cause  them- 
selves not  to  get  paroled." 

When  asked  why  she  decided  to 
enroll  at  JJC.  Harlene's  reason  was 
the  same  as  the  majority  of  most 
students  attending.  "Upon  moving

County  offers  free  Pap  test 


The  Will  County  Health  Depart- 
ment offers  free  cervical  cancer 
screening  (Pap  tests)  to  women  of 
Will  County  18  years  of  age  and 
older  or  16  or  17  years  of  age  with 
parental  consent. 

Instruction  in  breast  self-exam, 
blood  pressure  checks,  blood  tests 
and  gonorreha  cultures  will  be 
available  at  the  screenings  free  of 
charge. 

The  target  group  for  this 
program  arc  women  in  high  risk 
groups  for  uterine  cancer  which 
include  women  who  have  never  had 
a Pap  test,  women  who  have  not 
been  tested  in  the  past  year  and 
women  who  don't  know  the  results 
of  their  last  Pap  test. 

If  you  fall  into  one  of  these  high 
risk  categories,  you  should  contact 


your  family  physician  for  a Pap  test 
or  call  the  Will  County  Health 
Department  for  a clinic  appoint- 
ment at  815-729-8500. 

Cancer  has  been  the  second 
leading  cause  of  death  in  Will 
County  for  the  last  five  years.  But 
uterine  cancer  deaths  have  been 
slashed  60  per  cent  since  1937 
when  it  was  the  leading  cause  of 


death  among  American  women, 
due  to  the  Pap  test.  earl»  diagnosis 
and  improved  treatment. 

The  Pap  test  is  simple,  quick  and 
painless.  It  is  almost  95  per  cent 
accurate  for  detecting  cancer  of  the 
cervix  while  it  is  still  highly 
curable.  However,  a Pap  lest  is  not 
a substitute  for  a yearly  medical

Ethics  topic 
for  legislation 

Springfield  --  State  Sen.  Janies 
F.  "Jim''  Bell.  R-Joliet,  has 
co-sponsored  legislation  placing 
consitutional  amendments  re- 
garding ethics  in  the  legislature  on 
the  ballot  for  the  November  1976 
general  election. 

approved  by  Illinois  residents 
before  they  become  part  of  the 
constitution. 

The  first  prohibits  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  from 
"double  dipping,"  or  receiving 
compensation  from  any  unit  of  local 
government,  school  district  or 
governmental  body  except  the 
legislature.  Members  can,  how- 
ever, receive  payment  for  military 
service  or  for  serving  as  an  elected 
official  of  a unit  of  local 
government,  school  district  or 
other  governmental  body. 

The  second  measure  requires 
senators  and  representatives  to  be 
paid  their  salary  and  allowances  in 
equal  monthly  installments,  and 
prohibits  changes  in  a member’s 
salary  from  taking  effect  during  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

"The  need  for  these  measures  is 
clear  and  simple,"  Bell  com- 
mented. "If  a legislator  who 
represents  a unit  of  local 
government  introduces  legislation 
benefiting  that  unit,  he  is  obviously 
helping  himself  out  --  a clear  cose 
of  conflict  of  interest. 

"In  addition,  he  is  spreading 
himself  too  thin  to  be  of  any  value 
to  his  constituents  and  is  taking  a 
job  in  government  that  someone 
else  who  is  also  qualified  may 
really  need. 

"The  need  for  the  second 
measure  has  been  amply  demon- 
strated by  the  events  and  headlines 
of  recent  months,"  he  continued. 
"After  taking  two  year’s  salary  in 
advance,  former  Sen.  Donald 
Swinarski  (D-Chicago)  resigned  his 
seat  and  former  Sen.  Esther 
Saperstcin  (D-Chicago)  resigned 
hers  after  taking  one  year's  pay. 
The  people  of  Illinois  may  never 
see  that  money  again  and  neither 
seems  to  have  seriously  considered 
returning  it. 

“Senators  and  representatives, 
like  people  working  in  any  sector  of 
industry,  should  earn  their  salaries 
and  should  not  have  special 
privileges  in  terms  of  when  the 
compensation  is  paid."

Bookstore  Policy 
Change  to  be 
Initiated  Soon 


A change  in  bookstore  policy  will 
be  initiated  in  their  book  buy  back 
Dec.  15  to  19. 

In  Previously,  the  bookstore 
class  books  bought  back  at  the  end 
of  the  semester  all  books  sold 
during  the  semester.  Starting  this 
semester  however,  only  those 
books  that  can  be  used  in  spring 
classes  will  be  bought  by  the 
bookstore. 

If  a student  is  presently  enrolled 
in  a class  that  will  not  be  offered 
during  the  spring  semester,  the 
bookstore  will  not  buy  the  books  for 
that  class. 

However,  a wholesaler  will  be  a 
available  on  the  18  and  19  to  buy 
back  those  books  not  used  in  the 
spring  semester.  The  wholesaler 
will  evaluate  each  book  for  his  store 
and  then  pay  his  stores  buy  back 
price.  According  to  the  College 


textbook  buy  guide  a book  selling 
at  the  list  price  of  a Geometry  book 
selling  at  the  list  price  of  9.25  the 
buv  back  price  is  25c. 

The  wholesaler  buying  the  books 
directly  from  the  students  will 
elevate  many  of  the  past  mix-ups 
and  confusions,  says  the  bookstore 
Manager.  Many  of  the  buy  backs 
may  look  small  but  when  you 
consider  that  the  wholesaler  is 
taking  the  risk  that  many  of  the 
books  may  be  out  of  date  and  no 
longer  useable,  the  price  is  pretty 
fair. 

JJC’s  bookstore  will  be  buying 
books  at  half  their  purchase  price. 
Buy  back  lists  containing  the  books 
that  the  book  store  will  buy  back 
will  be  posted  throughout  the  store.

Short-term  loans  available  to 
veterans  in  case  of  emergency 


Applications  for  the  veterans 
emergency  short-term  loan  are  now 
available  in  the  veteran  affairs 
office. 

This  emergency  loan  was  set  up 
to  cover  the  living  costs  a veteran 
might  incur  if  his  first  few  G.I. 
benefits  checks  are  delayed  for  an 
unforseen  reason. 

The  first  loan  made  was  to  a 
veteran  who's  compensation  was 
delayed  because  his  records  were 
accidentally  destroyed  and  had  to 
be  redone  through  a computer. 

To  qualify  for  the  loan  a veteran 
must  be  a full-time  JJC  student, 
have  a cumulative  grade  index  of  at 
least  2.0,  have  a reliable  source 
from  which  repayment  can  be  made 
and  complete  the  application.  He 
must  also  pay  SI  to  cover 
processing  costs. 

The  loans,  which  take  three  days 
to  process,  are  made  in  any  amount 
up  to  a veteran's  monthly  check 
and  must  be  repaid  within  60  days. 
The  repayment  deadline  may  be

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Mural  brings  mixup  JJC  to  fete 


Jubilee  75

Confusion  over  whether  approval 
was  given  to  a Design  103  class  to 
paint  a wall  mural  on  the  bridge, 
resulted  in  a misunderstanding 
between  faculty  members,  stu- 
dents and  the  administration. 

Designed  by  Dale  Krizek,  JJC 
art  Instructors'  103  class,  the  mural 
depicts  JJC  throughout  it's  75 
years  of  existence.  The  mural 
pictures  the  old  central  building 
fading  into  the  new  JJC  building 
with  students  from  different  time 
periods  standing  in  the  foreground. 

Lack  of  communication  may  have 
been  the  cause  of  the  confusion. 

Krizek  intially  presented  the 
design  to  the  Bicentennial 
Committee  on  Nov.  26.  The 
Committee  agreed  that  Woody 
Phend,  also  a member  of  the 
committee  present  the  idea  to 
President  Harold  McAninch  for 
approval. 

A phone  call,  shortly  thereafter, 
from  Phend  was  interpreted  by 
Krizek  as  approval  and  she  began 
preparations  for  the  project.  Paint 
was  brought,  and  the  wall  was 
prepared.  It  was  only  upon  asking 
for  a purchase  order  to  be  signed 
when  Krizek  found  that  approval 
had  not  been  given. 

Phend  coVnmented  on  the 
confusion  as  being  a “mis- 
communication".  “If  anyone  was 
at  fault  it  was  myself."  Phend 
continued  that  he  did  not  mean  for 
the  phone  call  to  imply  approval. 

In  the  Presidents  open  Forum. 
McAninch  stated  that  he  had  not 
given  the  mural  his  approval  and 
that  the  students  should  not  have 
started  the  project  without  the 
board's  approval. 

It  is  great  that  students  want  to 
do  this,  said  McAninch  but  they 


should  have  gotten  board  approval 
first. 

Resolution  may  come  at  the  Dec. 
15  Board  meeting  when  the  board 
is  expected  to  review  the  proposal 
and  come  to  a decision. 

"My  main  concern  said  Krizek. 
was  the  time  element  involved.  If  1 
had  known  that  we  had  to  go  before 
the  board  in  the  first  place,  that 


would  have  been  the  end  of  it. 
There  would  have  been  no  mural." 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
would  be  no  time  to  do  the  mural 
before  exam  week. 

If  the  board  approves  the  project 
on  the  15.  said  Krizek,  "A  group  of 
students  have  indicated  to  me  that 
they  would  be  willing  to  work 
during  exam  week  to  finish  the

McAninch  speaks 
on  building  names 

Naming  of  the  buildings  at  JUCO  was  one  of  the  topics  discussed  at  the 
President's  Open  Forum  Dec.  4. 

An  SGA  member  asked  college  President  Harold  McAninch.  if  JUCO's 
buildings  are  being  named  after  living  individuals  or  things  in  the 
community.  McAninch  said  that  a committee  has  been  formed  for  this 
purpose.  The  committee  consists  of  Debra  Pickens,  a student.  Dr.  F. 
Wayne  Graham,  a board  member,  Steve  Lenich,  a faculty  member;  and 
Richard  Brandolino.  an  administration  member.  McAninch  said  he  didn't 
know  exactly  what  the  committee  is  looking  for  and  suggested  checking 
with  them. 

Another  topic  discussed  was  the  president  s involvement  in  a closed 
circuit  broadcast  at  JUCO.  An  SGA  member  asked  McAninch  if  he  would 
consider  having  a debate  or  open  forum  taped  in  the  near  future. 
McAninch's  response  was  that  he  wouldn't  mind  having  an  open  forum 
taped,  but  not  a debate.  His  reasons  were  that  an  open  forum  is  a 
resolution  of  problems  or  issues,  while  in  a debate  sides  arc  chosen  and 
people  hope  to  sway  the  audience.

Gunsaulus  reviews: 

‘Dinner’  lacks  unity

While  the  JC  Players  Dec.  5 
production  of  “The  Man  Who 
Came  To  Dinner"  was  somewhat 
difficult  to  swallow,  it  didn't 
exactly  send  the  audience 
searching  for  the  nearest  bottle  of 
Alka-Seltzer  either. 

What  this  antique  Kaufman  and 
Hart  three-act  play  lacked  most 
was  overall  unity.  Despite 
smashingly  terrific  performances 
by  several  individual  actors,  the 
show  failed  to  reach  a sustained 
height  of  humor  necessary  lor  it  to 
be  termed  a success. 

Unlike  a fine  vintage  Bordeaux 
champagne,  “The  Man  Who  Came 
To  Dinner”  fails  to  improve  with 
age.  Written  in  1939  by  the  Pulitzer 
Prize-winning  Playwrights  George 
S.  Kaufman  and  Moss  Hart,  the 
play  satirized  America's  habit  of 
celebrity  worship. 

The  zany  plot  revolves  around 
Sheridan  Whiteside,  a critic, 
lecturer,  wit,  radio  orator,  and 
intimate  friend  of  the  great  and 
near  great.  It  seems  that 
Whiteside,  while  on  one  of  his 
annual  lecture  tours,  slips  and 
fractures  his  hip  while  walking  past 
the  doorway  of  the  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ernest  W.  Stanley  home  in 
Mesalia,  Ohio.  Whiteside  is 
immediately  carried  into  the 
Stanley  home  where  he  is  ordered 
by  the  town  physician  to  remain 
until  he  is  fully  recovered.  At  first 
the  Stanley  family  is  ecstatic  over 
the  idea  of  playing  host  to  such  a 
national  celebrity.  But.  after  sev- 
eral weeks  of  Whiteside’s  carefree 
lifestyle,  Stanley  in  a rage  of 
temper  orders  Whiteside  from  hiS 
home.  In  addition  to  the  main  plot, 
several  minor  comedic  situations 
must  evolve  before  it  ends. 

By  the  time  the  curtain  fell  on 
this  comedy,  I came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  have  been 
easier  to  follow  the  path  of  a 
ficldmouse  through  a haystack  than 
to  try  and  follow  the  subplots  of  the 
play.  The  very  simple  main  plot 
was  complicated  by  the  minor 
comedic  strains  of  "who  falls  in 
love  with  whom.”  To  make  ihings 
worse  the  authors  decided  that  fyr 
the  finishing  touch,  Whitesioe 
would  depart  from  the  Stanley 
home  fully  recovered  only  to  slip 
again  and  reinjure  his  hip,  which 
brought  an  anticipated  moan  and 


groan  from  a somewhat  satiated 
audience. 

What  caused  this  "dream-like 
boredom"  to  melt  over  the 
audience?  I believe  the  general 
listlessness  which  pervaded  the 
theatre  was  caused  by  the 
36-year-old  play.  “The  Man  Who 
Came  To  Dinner”  is  an  anach- 
ronism. Yet  anachronisms  are  in 
vogue  nowadays  with  our 
nostalgia-crazed  masses  crying  for 
photographs  of  Bogart,  Gable, 
Monroe.  Also  popular  arc  the 
glittering  razmataz  Cole  Porter 
musicals  of  the  30s  and  40s  and  for 
the  styles  and  fashions  popular 
between  the  two  world  wars. 

So  why  not  a Kaufman  and  Hart 
production?  After  all,  they  were 
two  of  the  most  celebrated 
playwrights  of  the  era.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  people  of  the  70s  have 
become  too  educated  and 
sophisticated  to  laugh  enthusiastic- 
ally at  the  corny  plots  these  two 
gentlemen  concocted  so  very  long 
ago. 

By  the  time  Act  Three  ro',led 
around  the  actors  on  stage  dropped 
all  sense  of  stage  discipline  and 
began  pulling  for  cheap  theatrical 
tricks.  As  the  old  saying  goes, 
"anything  for  a laugh".  And  that's 
about  what  happened,  as  several 
actors  began  inserting  their  'Swn 
dialogue  for  what  would  eventually 
become  unpredictable  shock 
effects.  I think  most  of  them 
realized  by  then  that  they  were 
working  with  a dead  goose  and 
simply  decided  to  pull  out  all  the 
stops. 

I must  admit  that  director 
Rosaline  Stones  selection  was 
somewhat  refreshing.  It  was  a 
clean  change  of  linen  from  the 
Archie  Bunker  type  humor  that 
seems  to  be  setting  the  trend  on 
television  and  in  the  New  York 
theatre.  Yet,  it  was  more  like 
bringing  Grandma's  satin  sheets 
and  pillow  cases  down  from  the 
attic.  You  know  what  the  design  on 
the  sheets  is  before  you  even  see 
them,  and  you  know  they’re  going 
to  smell  like  moth  balls  before  they 
ever  fitted  on  the  mattress.  The 
dialogue  and  plot  were  so 
predictable  that  it  left  the  audience 
with  nothing  better  to  do  than  to  sit 
around  guessing  how  each  actor 
would  interpret  his  role  and, 
anticipating  the  final  outcome  of 
the  play- 


Hockey  team  folds 


There  will  be  no  hockey  team  this 
year  because  of  a lack  of  players, 
according  to  Ken  Parker,  athletic 
director. 

A committee  consisting  of  Robert 
Cottingham,  last  year's  hockey 
coach;  Gerald  Yost,  assistant 
coach;  Walter  Zaida,  dean  of 
student  personnel  services,  and 
Parker  decided  last  year  that  at  leas 
22  players  must  participate  to  have 


a team.  This  year’s  team  was  cut 
after  the  last  few  practices  when 
only  14  to  15  players  showed  up. 

The  limit  was  set  at  22  because  of 
injuries  during  the  games  and 
eligibility  would  make  a smaller 
limit  impossible.  A smaller  team 
would  also  be  an  unfair 
representation  of  JJC.  Yost  said. 

Parker  attributed  the  lack  of 
attendance  to  the  fact  that  many 


students  must  work  during 
practices  and  to  the  distance  some 
students  must  drive  to  school. 
“Interest  perhaps  isn't  there."  he 
also  suggested. 

Coach  Yost  also  feels  disinterest 
is  a reason  for  poor  participation. 
"The  school  did  everything  they 
could  to  provide  an  opportunity  for 
the  kids,  but  they  didn't  take  it."
